“WATER OFFICE TAKING ACTION. 


The lowered tem perature of yesterday did not 
relieve the water famine, and it is assuming 
alarming proportions. : 

After several days of suffering on the part 
of the public the city authorities began to find 
out that something had to be done. An inves- 
tigation revealed the fact that ordinances gov- 
erning the use of water were being violated in 

_ every part of the city and the police were pay- 
mg little or no attention to it. 

Several days ago the Department of Public 
Works requested the Police Department to 
enforce the ordinances regulating the use of 
water. No. improvement being noticed after 
this an investigation was made, which re- 
vealed the fact that the orde> had not reached 
its destination for some unknown reason. 

Prompt/measures were taken, and yester- 
day the folluwing letter was sent to the Chief: 

Maj. McClaughry, General Superintendent— 
Dear Sir: 1 beg to call your attention to Nos. 14 
and 15 of the attached lists of violation which re- 
late to the use of water for sprinkling. 

Numerous complaints are made at our water 
office that this rule, which is also an ordinance, is 
grossly violated by residents all over the city. 
These notices and a copy of violations similar to 
the inclosed wereff™in the hands of each one of 
your officers, and if you will kindly have their 
attention called to this particular notice and re- 
quest that they be enforced rigidly it will be duly 


appreciated by respecfully yours, 
E. Lours Kvuans, 
Deputy Commissioner of Public Works. 


The sections to which Mr. Kuhns called at- 


$ tention follow: 


14. Using water for sprinkling other than be- 
. tween the hours of 6 and 7 a. m. and 6 and & p. m. 
is prohibited. 


15. Unnecessary waste of water in liveries or pri- 


yate barns for washing vehicles and other pur- 
poses, by allowing water to run constantly, is pro- 
hibited. 

This letter was issued as a general order by 
Supt. McClaughry with the following addi- 
tion : 

“Commanding officers are hereby in- 
structed to strictly enforce the ordinances 
to waste of water noted. above.”’ é 

The police are expected to make a house-to- 
house canvass and shut off all waste of water. 
If their commands are not complied with, ar- 
rest of the persons violating the ordinance 
will follow. 

; Had No Apparent Effect. 
- Although the order from.the police depart- 
ment was issued early yesterday morning, the 
effects, ifany, were not apparent. All day 
the circular sprinklers at the parks, cemeter- 
ies, and streets were kept going as usual. On 
the North side, where the water famine is 
more aggravated than in any other part of 
town, each house with a lawn is supplied with 
a-hose and sprinkler. In the majority of 
‘places these were kept going 
simply.as lawn ornaments after the ground 
had been thoroughly saturated. The waste 
from this source is larger than the casua) ob- 
server would suppose, A few thousand of 
these sprinklers throw a great deal of water 
during the day. Where a property-owner 
would become ashamed of the waste he would 
remove the end “‘twirler,’’ .twist the snake- 
like hose around a tree, hide the end behind 
tlie tree, and let the water fiow until a large 
pand of water was formed. 

The district affected the most by the scarc- 
ity of water is Lake View. The situation has 
become a grave one, and prompt measures 
Will be required to tide over the next ten days. 
By that time the new tunnel will be completed 
and the supply of water doubled. There is no 
water above the first stories, and families liv. 
ing above have to carry itup. Ravenswood 


‘is the center of this district and there the 


water 1s exceedingly scarce. The police have 
had no orders this year, amd the 
public does as it pleases. F@r blocks in 
every direction from Ravenswood Station are

“Next week, Everything is ready to use 
the water when it comes and when that time 
arrives we will give Lake View all the water 
it wants.”’ 

What the Water Office Is Doing. 

Henry T. Carr, chief clerk of the water 
office, said: “The complaints are heavier 
now than ever before in the history of the de- 
partment. We notified the Police Depart- 
ment some time agv to look out for this, but 
nothing was done. I drove through the Lake 
View district yesterday to look after the waste 
of water there. I found half the people 
using their hose or fountains. This 
morning all the shut-off men 
were notified to pay special attention to this 
matter. Our inspectors have also been noti- 
fied, and if the police will assis# us we will im- 
prove the situation 50 per cent. I had no idea 
the condition was so bad. At Ravenswood 
the people are glad to get enough for even the 
most imperative uses. The main method of 
waste is in allowing water to run through 
large hoso all day. Everything north 
of Fullerton avenue is in bad 
shape and gets worse the farther north you 
get. Complaints are also heavy from the 
West and South Sides. No complaints are re- 
ceived from down-town.

LITTLE RELIEF FOR LAKE VIEW. 


The Water Tunnel May We Finished Aug. 
15,and Again It May Not, 

As intimated in Tue Trisune of yesterday 
the Lake View water-tunnel will hardly be 
ready for use Aug. 15. Shailer & Schniglau, 
the contractors, who agreed in writing to have 
the tunnel ready July 11, promised until 
about a week ago that they would be ready 
some time between Aug. land 5. The inves- 
tigations made yesterday indicate that they 
will not be’ ready by Aug, 15, and yet they 
got an énormous price for this work, in view 
of its urgent*necessity. The price agreed on 
was $48,000. Competent men say that they 
could make a profit out of the work, and a 
good one, at $35,000. The large price was 
paid with the understanding that they would 
push the work. 

But, if the city officials speak truly, those 
contractors have seldom been known to do 
their work for the city promptly. Still they 
have been favored with many fat contracts, in- 
cluding the building of the jack-knife bridge 
at Canal street, and, it is said, without com- 
petition. 

However, it seems to be the rule that city 
contractors never comply with the time stipu- 
lation of their agreement. City Engineer 
Clarke said yesterday that he only recollected 
one instance where the contractor had finished 
his work on time. 

‘¢ It seems to be impossible,’’ he said, “ to 
get contractors who work for Chicago to live 
up to their time agreement. The rule has 
been lax, and there have been many excuses, 
among others, that the city is not prompt in 
paying on estimates. This is a matter with 
which I have no concern at all.” 

It was also developed yesterday that the 
pumping machinery to be used im connection 
with the Lake View tunnel is not yet com- 
pleted, though there has been an impression 
to the contrary. The boilers are not in place. 
The Holly company, which had the contract, 
sent on boilers which did not come up to the 
specifications. They were guaranteed to stand 
150 pounds pressure. They could stand only 
130 pounds, and were sent back. The new 
ones have not been pldced, and it is doubtful 
whether they will be in place and the other 
work in connection with the pumps finished 
by Aug. 15. 

In the meantime Lake View is sure to suffer 
for Yack of sufficient good water. Lake View 
is suffering now. The water supply is not 
only inadequate, but it is bad. The people all 
through the Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth 
Wards are complaining. The sewers have not 
been properly flushed for weeks because of 
the inadequacy of the supply. | 

The residents have to come down town for 
baths. Their own bath tuods are unused, In 
the early morning the people have not sufti- 
cient water, of the proper kind, for their 
morning ablutions. 

In other portions of the city the water supply 
is not so bad. In the South Division, for in- 
stance, on account ‘of the Fourteenth street 
pumping engines having been put into par- 
tial use, water can pow be obtained through- 
out the greater portion of the day in the sec- 
ond and third stories. This is fairly Batis- 
factory and abundant relief is promised 
through the completion of the four-mile 
tunnel by Sept. 1, though Engineer Clarke 
thinks it may be Uct. 1 before it can be fully 


utilized. 


MORRIS BERG IS COMMITTED TO JAIL. 


Allegedly Identified by Johnny Beisel, Who 
Was Chased by the Murderers. 

New Brunswick, N. J., July 28.—[Special. | 
Morris Berg, the latest suspect run down in 
the Mary Anderson murder case, was brought 
here at 2 o’clock this morning in the custody 
of Detectives Willhaam A. Housell and Charles 
A. Oliver, the latter meeting them at Jersey 
City. He was taken before J ustice Charlies P. 
Ford, and on a formal complaint was com mit- 
ted as a witness to the county jail. Johnny 
Beisel, the bright youth of 13 who was chased 
by the murderer of Mary Anderson, and who 
identified Berg as one of the men seen in the 
vicinity of the tragedy, said today: “I think 
Berg remembers ne, because he attem pted to 
conceal his face with his hat when I identified 
him.” Berg was interviewed in the jail. He 
asserts that he was working iu Slatedale, Pa., 
late in May. He went to Philadelphia in June 
and worked on a block of houses as @ carpen- 
ter under Theo. Whitlock, a subcontractor. 
He was stopping, he says, with Joe Johnson,

A NEW BUNKO GAME. 


IT COST FARMER BASS OF INDIANA 
$3,000 TO PLAY. 


No Cards or Gold Brick in This One—The 

* Stranger Who Wants to Buy a Farm 
Becomes Sick, the Farmer Signs the 
Dictated Prescription—Then the Con- 
federate Shows Up with an Offer to Get 
It Filled—The Prescription Turns Out 
to Be a Note. 

Winamac, Ind., July 28.—[Special.]—An 
Indiana farmer, William Bass of Jasper 
County, has had the distinguished honor to be 
made the first victim of anentirely new bunko 
game. Itcost him $8,000, but there is some 
solace in the knowledge that neither a gold 
brick nor a deck of cards had any part in re- 
lieving Mr. Bass of his money. Perhaps Mr. 
Bass should have suspected a trick when a 
stranger went into raptures over his farm and 
agreed within a few minutes after the meet- 
ing that hé would buy it, but the farmer did 
not, and it was purely through zeal to afford 
relief to a suffering mortal that Mr. Bass gave 
the opportunity for himself to be taken in. 

It all came about in this wise: 

One day last week when all the work on the 
farm had been done, Mr, Bass was resting on 
the fence by the roadside when a stranger 
drove up and began a conversation. He was 
well dressed and a diamond sparkled in his 
shirt front. He was weary, he said, for he 
had spent the entire day in search of a farm 
which he might buy. eae 

Farmer Bass’ 1,280 acres seemed to meet 
his fancy. He said that:was the kind of prop- 
erty he sédught. He wanted the best in the 
State; which, of course, was to be found in 
Jasper County, and he was convinced that the 
Bass acres could not be surpassed. He said 
he was an Eastern capitalist. Mr. Bass liked 
the stranger’s ways and intimated that a trade 
might be arranged. This seemed the more 
probable as the capitalist was not inclined to 
haggle about the price. 

The Stranger Becomes a Guest. 

It was agreed that they would go over the 
farm the next day, and if the stranger decided 
to purchase they would arrange all the details 
and the stranger could take immediate pos- 
session. A hired man placed the prospective 
purchaser’s team in the barn, while the gentle- 
man was shown to the best room in the old 
farm-house. 

That night Farmer Bass’ dreams of fortune 
and a life of ease were disturbed by a hearty 
pounding on the floor of the guest’s chamber. 
Groans were aiso heard. The capitalist was 
evidently in distress. Mr. Bass hastened to 
his assistance. The stranger was doubled up 
as if in great pain. The symptoms were those 
of green apples, but the sufferer declared it 
was something else. He said he was a chronic 
sufferer and always carried medicine to re- 
lieve the pain. Would Mr, Bass hand him the 
bottle half full of a brown liquid which he 
would find in the stranger’s grip? 

Farmer Bass tossed his guest’s clothing 
about in his eagerness to find the medicine, 
but the only bottle in the satchel was an 
emptyone. Would nothingelsedo? Was there 


-no homceopathic remedy for the stranger’s 


distress? Nothing would do but the regularly 
prescribed medicine. Would Mr. Bass do his 
guest the kindness to get the bottle refilled at 
the drug store? 

The farmer was willing to do anything in 
his power, but explained that the nearest 
pharmacy was at Mecarysville, three miles 
distant. But here was an apparently insur- 
mountable obstacle. The labéf on the bottle 
was torn partly off. How could the druggist 
fill the prescription? 

' The Farmer Ready to Write. 

The capitalist said he had had the prescrip- 
tion put up so often he knew just what to 
order. Would the farmer write at his dicta- 
tion? 

Mr. Bass was eager to serve his guest. He 
found note paper in his valise and the gen- 
tleman handed him a beautiful fountain-pen. 
The host noticed as he wrote that it was a fine 
gold one and the ink was a bright violet. 

The prescription written, the sufferer asked 
Mr. Bass to.sign it. The medicine: was of 
such a character, he explained, that no one 
would compound it unless the purchaser was 
well known and the order was signed by him. 
Of course Farmer Bass affixed his signature 
to the prescription and begging his new friend 
to be patient and assuring him that he wouid 
hasten to perform the duty before him Mr. 
Bass lighted his lantern and startcd for the 
barn to hitch up the swift mare that was to 
carry him on his errand of mercy. 

Just then the rattle of wheels and the clatter 
of a horse’s hoofs were heard down the road. 
The farmer was accosted by a man who want- 
ed directions to Medarysville or some place 
nearer where there was adrug store. He and 
a friend were stopping a mile above the Bass 
place and his companion had been taken sick. 
Mr. Bass was glad to! be able to direct the 
man, but said he was going on a like mission

The Paper Changes Hands, 

But the second stranger was a grateful fel- 
low. In return for the explicit directions 
Farmer Bass gave he would get his prescrip- 
tion filled, too, and bring it back as fast as his 
horse could travel. The farmer handed over 
the paper which he had signed. 

When he returned ‘to the house he found his 
guest sittiig up in bed and his face beaming 
with joy. He had found the bottle of medi- 
cine in his coat pocket and was now recov- 
ered. He was sorry he had been the cause of 
so much trouble to his host. Mr. Bass was 
glad his guest had not been compelled to suffer 
while the nessenger was aosent at Medarys- 
ville. The messenger had not returned yet, 
but Mr. Bass thought nothing of that that 
night. | 

The next day the stranger examined the 
farm. It was just what he wanted and he was 
glad he had met the farmer. He said Mr. 
Bass would hear from him in a day or two, 
When he departed he was profuse in his 
thanks for the efforts of the farmer while he 
was sick of the previous night, 

Mr. Bass has not seen the Eastern capitalist 
since, but the prescription paper turned up 
Tuesday. It proved to be a promissory note 
for $3,000. The farmer has as yet found no 
means to escape payment of it.

of the .house collection and deliyery mail 
boxes to the department at Washington. One 
test was made in tho southern portion of the 
| It was 
found that by the use of these boxes one hour 
and twenty-five minutes a day were gained. 
At-this rate if the boxes were put up over the 
éntire city $20,000 a year in carrier service 
would be saved. Another test of a different 
style of collection and delivery boxes, of which 
100 were put up in a western district, showed 
a loss of twenty minutes a day, but collec- 
tions greatly increased. The loss of time, 
however, is due not to the style of box but to 
the fact that the ietters were mailed at home 
instead of being sent down-town, the increase 
bemg great enough thereby to overcome any 
saving of time caused by the boxes.

SERIOUS EXPLOSION IN CHEMICAL WORKS 


Many Houses Shattered and Fall About the 
Inmates—One Man Missing. 

Oraneas, N. J., duly 28.—[Special.]—The 
Crane chemical works at Springfield blew up 
about 8 o’clock tonight and several of the 
buildings which composed the plant were 
shattered. A number of houses in the vicin- 
ity were blown down, & number of people 
were slightly injured,and one man is missing. 
The shock was tremendous, the 
prations being plainly felt in this 
city, which is four miles from the 
scene of the explosion. At Millburn, 
which is but a mile and-a half from the works, 
windows wére shattered, crockery thrown 
from the shelves, and the large colorea bottles 
in adrug store were thrown froin their ped- 
estals. In this city every one supposed at 
first that the explosion was in the city, but no 
fire alarm being the conclusion was 
that it was an earthauake. In Millburn people 
rushed from their houses and sought safety in 
open fields, fearing that their houses would 
tumble to pieces. 

‘The Crane chemical works consist of a num- 
ber of brick and wooden buildings, compara- 
tively isolated from the Village of Springfield. 
There are not nore than a half-dozen houses 
in the immediate ¥ieigity of the works, and 
these are octupied by employés of the 
works, The company is engaged in the 
manufacture of varni and = Jacquers 
and carried an immense -stock of oils and 
chemicals, the most of which were highly ex- 
plosive and inflammable. Most of the nore 
dangerous wares were stored in small wooden 
buildings which surrounded the larger brick 
building. A few rye ye after 8 o’clock the 
explosion occurred in a moment building 
after building was shaken to pieces. The 
houses in which some of the employés lived 
succumbed to the concussion and fell about 
the heads of their itmates. At first it was 
thought that a large namber had been injured, 
but later the probable fatalities were reduced 
toone. For over two hours after the explo- 
sion occurred no trace could be found uf the 


‘engineer and three firemen who were known 


to have been at their posts when the crash 
came. 

About 10:30 the engineer and two of the 
firemen were accounted for; the third, a col- 
ored man, was still missing. A Mrs. Tefiler, 
who lived near the scene, was carried from 
the wreck of her house in an u@fconscious con- 
dition. Itis not thought that” she is seriously 
injured. Hardly had the echo of the explo- 
sion died away before fiames burst out, 
which in a few 
over the ruins and threatened to set fire to the 
buildings which femained standing, and which 
contained more chemicals. The citizens of 
Springfield and Millburn hastened to the 
scene, and as there was no fire department 
nearer than this city or Newark bucket lines 
were formed for fighting the fire. Volunteers at 
the risk of their lives removed the chemicals 
and averted the danger of another explosion. 

The concussion was felt with alarming force 
in Elizabeth, People rushed from their 
homes terror-stricken, fearing their houses 
were toppling ovér, glasses and bric-A-brac 
were thrown from stielves to the floor, and 
many. clocks were stepped, The shock was 
particularly severe along Staten Island 
Sound, In the large works of the Bowker 
Fertilizing company the men who were 
at work threw down their tools and 
ran out im fright. Upon investigation 
it was found that several of the large beams 
had cracked and the walls in places had 
settled, causing considerable damage. Among 
the surrounding buildings destroyed was the 
residence of Justice Geurge Mulford, which 
was badly wrecked. The members of Mr. 
Mulford’s family were severely shocked, but 
none were seriously injured, It is estimated 
that the loss will be abéab $250,000. 


GOV. PECK ON THE WAY TO MERRILL. 


Striking Mill Hands Said to Have Takep 
Possession of the City. 

Mapisox, Wis., July 28.—{ Special. ]—Word 
reaches here that the mill-hand strikers are 
increasing. There are now nearly 800 of 
them. They have done no violence and claim 
they will not. The mill-owners and city offi- 
The Sheriff is 
unable to get deputies to serve, and Mayor 
Wright has wired Gov. Peck saying it was the 
judgment of leading citizens that the State 
should be called on for assistange. All the 
mills and factories have closed except 
one. The Chief of Police has _ se- 
cured twelve deputies, but some of 
them are in sympathy with the 
strikers. Robert Schilling of Milwaukee, the 
labor agitator, is expected there tomorrow. 
Gov. Peck and Adjt.-Gen. Doe left tonight 
and will arrive in Merrill in the morning. No 
troops were ordered out tonight, and will not 
be until the Governor reaches the scene of the 
difficulty. 

Mitwavuker, Wis., July 28.—[Special.]— 
The situation resulting from the strike of the 
lumber mill hands at Merrill, Wis., has be- 
come so alarming that an appeal has been 
made to Gov. Peck to send the militia there. 
Early this afternoon a dispatch was received 
from the Mayor of Merrill stating that that 
place was in the handsof a mob and that 
great trouble is feared. The telegram asked 
for assistance and protection, but did not 
state whether any depredations had been com- 
mitted. The Sheriff and his forces 
are unable to cope with the strikers. 
Gov. Peck is making preparations to 
meet any emergency. Some days ago the 
hands at one of the mills in that city went on 
strike and other mill employés joined.

RULED AGAINST THEM 


RETURNING CHINESE MUST BE 
INSPECTED AT NEAREST PORT, 


Cannot Come to Chicago and Here Have 
Their Right to Enter the Country Ex- 
amined—Good Reasons Why This Should 
Not Be Allowed -— The Influence and 
Wealth of Chicago Chinamen——Great 
Difficulty of Identification—The Ber- 
tillon System Being Urged, 


The Chinese colony in this city has received 
a knock-out blow in an effect to secure a rul- 
ing from Washington in reference to the last 
exclusion act. Shortiy after -the passage of 
this law in May last the Chinese proposed that 
vessels sailing from Canadian ports with 
Chinese on board boaked for Chicago should be 
allowed to take their passengers through to 
this port, where the latter’s right to enter the 
United States could be examined. It was a 
harmless looking proposition on its face, but 
the government authorities at this port filed a 
prompt objection. The government sustained 
them, and orders were given that Chinese from 
Canada should be landed and inspected at the 
American port nearest to the point of sailing. 

**We didn’t wish to avoid the work of in- 
spection,’”’ said an official at the Custom- 
House yesterday, “‘ but we wantea Uncle Sam 
to have a fair showin the matter. The Chi- 
nese colony here comprises between 2,500 and 
3,000 persons. It has a certain amount of in- 
fluence created by its trade connections, fur 

Chinese do a big business here and several 
inamen are wealthy men, even from a Cau- 
casian’s standpoint. 
. Have Lawyers Employed. 

“They have lawyers employed and they 
have friendsin twoor three railroad com- 
panies and they have connections in other 
directions. Ido not assert that they could 
bring forward all these people to help iden- 
tify aChinaman. There is less danger in that 
than the brotherhood which exists among 
themselves and their willingness to help each 
other. The law permits Chinese merchants 
who have previously lived here to return. 
Now any Chinaman in the city where he lived 
can produce scores of his countrymen to 
swear that he was engaged in business as a 
merchant. Under the Chinese custom every 
man in any of the large Chinese stores here is 
a merchant. Maybe he swept the floor 
and did such work. Still he was 
a merchant and can prove it by lots of sworn 
testimony. In places where the entering 
Chinaman hasn’t resided, where he hasn’t a 
host of intimate friends, manifestly the Gov- 
érnment is better protected while the China- 
man’s rights are just as well taken care of.”’ 

Difficulty of Identification. 

The Exclusion act, which went into effect in 
May, contains one provision with which the 
Treasury Department is apparently still 
wrestling. It relates to the methods which 
shall be used to identify Chinarmen 
applying to enjoy the privileges of 
The department: notified collectors 
and inspectors sume weeks ago that instruc- 
tions on the point would be issued shortly, 
but the orders have not yet been received. 
The extraordinary resemblance which the 
average Chinaman bears to dozens of other 
Chinamen always hampered the customs 
officers in carrying out the provisions of the 
former anti-Chinese law. The photograph of 
the owner is affixed to the papers carried by a 
Chinaman, 

** But it looks like twenty others,” said an 
inspector yesterday. ‘‘A photograph is by 
no means a sufficient identification, especially 
when it is remembered that a keen, intellect- 
ual race is concerned, The Chinese are de- | 
termined to enter this country. It is a Her- 
culean task to keep them out.” 

It is understood that the Bertillon system of 
identification has been pressed upon the 
notice of the Treasury Department. The gov- 
ernment authorities here, for the reasons 
mentioned, expect few Chinese inspection 
cases. But they are interested in the subject 
of identification. Yesterday a man who has 
traveled in the East said. 

**Why doesn’t the government require each 
Chinaman to make the imprint of his thumb 
upon his papers on leaving the country? It 
would be a sure means of identification, be- 
cause the lines on no two human beings’ 
thumbs are alike. Ht is a method used in the 
Orient.” 


REFUSED APPEAL OF COL. H. CLAY KING. 


Judge Jackson Says No Writ of Habeas 
Corpus Can Lie. 

Nasuvitxe, Tenn., July 28.—The applica- 
tion fora writ of habeas corpus by Col. H. 
Clay King was denied by Judge Howell T. 
Jackson, sitting, at chambers today. The 
principal plea of the ~petition was 
that the ‘trial jury has lost its 
official chraacter by going to Arkansas during 
the trial. Judge Jackson ruled that 
the jury would be as far out of the 
jurisdiction of the Shelby County Court 
while on the custom house grounds at 
Memphis as they were while in Arkansas. He 
denied the writ and denied the right of appeal 
from his decision on the ground that appeal 
only lies in habeas corpus proceedings from the 
decision af the Circuit Court, and that his de- 
cision was not the decision of the 
Circuit Court, as the case could not come up 
in the Circuit Court outside the West Ten- 
nessee district, but could only be heard out- 
side the district by him at chambers, and that 
no appeal could lie. He cited the statute of 1887 
and adds a decision of the Supreme Court in 
line with his views. 


STAMPED TO DEATH BY A NEIGHBOR. 


Charles Stout Never Regains Consciousness 
After an Attack by Robert Frazier. 

Broxen Bow, Neb., July 28.—[Special. j— 
At Retto, last night, Robert Frazier attacked 
Charles Stout and stamped him to death. 
Stout had allegedly circulated a slanderous 
story about Frazior, and the latter approached 
Stout and remarked that he had a settlement 
to make with him. At onca he struck Stout, 
and knocked him down on the floor, where he 
jumped upon him with his feet, stamping 
him in the breast, head, and face in a most 
vicious manner. Persons present who made 
an attempt to separate them were prevented 
by others interfering in Frazier’s interest. As 
soon as he had finished his murderous as- 
sault Frazier fled, leaving his hat and coat in 
the room. His victim did not regain con- 
sciousness.

When the Fair people begin using 
government money there will be no occasion 
for the numerous committees which now 
exist to pass upon expenditures®f tne twelve 
department chiefs. Indeed, the old scheme 
of expending money which entails such a mass 
of cumbersome ¢dommittees will be changed. 
There will be, it is argued, no use for any but 
the Executive and Ways and Means commit- 
tees and the Joint Board of Administration. 
It is intended that the duties of the Grounds 
and Buildings committee, which has had 
charge of the expenditure 
at re Hom Park, will be merged into those 
of the Board of Administration. Then there 
wili be the Director-General and Minister of 
Works, or Chief of Construction Burnham. 
The Administration Board will have offices at 
Jackson Park and be 1n continuous session. 

At the present time, if Mr. Burnham wants 
to do anything he is obliged to first write a 
communication to the Committee on Grounds 
and Buildings, and then come up-town, spend 
an hour or twoin explaining it to the com- 
mittee, wait for it to think it over, 
and then get a communication. by mail, 
which may either approve or _ disap- 

rove his plans. Mr. Burnham has frequent- 
y declared he simply couldn’t carry on the 
work in such a tedious manner. Under the 
proposed new arrangement his superior au- 
thority will be probably in the building with 
him, will be acquain with*very detail, and 
will render prompt decisions and instruc- 
tions. 

The Director-General will be given a great 
deal mvure authority and will be privileged to 
order what he wants done and have his in- 
structions carried out without having first to 
petition two or three committees, which meet 
once or twice a week. Under the existing plan 
the Direetor-General, if he wants to buy even a 
postage-stamp, must have a requisition from 
the Secretary of the Press and Printing com- 
mittee. get that voucher approved by the 
Chairman of the committee, and the Treas- 
urer, Auditor, and President of the Board of 
Directors. This will all be changed. 

Another result growing out of the new plan 
will be harmony among the officers, because 
they will have little or nothing over which to 
dispute. So long as Col. Davis and bis chiefs 
are expending money raised by the directors 
the closest scrutiny is observed by committees 
of the directory. When the furmd  be- 
comes a joint one, as the $5,000,000 will be, 
there will be no occasion to feel that one side 
1s spending the other side’s money. All will 
be business partners, equaily responsible for 
the judigious expenditure of funds, 

It is bAieved that when Commissioner St. 
Clair understands the situation he will, with 
Commissioner Massey, be willing to again 
take a position on the proposed joint board.

DEATH OF MRS,. LAURA L. REYNOLDS. 


Fatal Stroke of Paralysis While at the 
Kenosha, Wis., Sanitarium. 

Mrs. Laura Ii Reynolds, wife of the late Hi- 
ram Reynolds, for many years connected with 
the Eigin National Watch compauy, died at 
Kenosha, Wis., last Wednesday. Mrs. Reynolds, 
after her marriage to Mr. Reynolds in 1833, 
came to Chicago, and for more than forty 
years was prominently identified with the 


charitable work of this city. She was one of 


the organizers of the Chicago Orphan Asy- 
lum, the earliest charitable institution estab- 
lished here. For five years she was one of its 
managers. She was also one of the first offl- 
cers of the Half-Orphan Asylum and for more 
than fifteen years was devoted to its work. 
During the late civil war Mrs, Reynolds gave 
her entire time to caring for the Union 
soldiers and their families. She was the 
President ot the Ladies’ War committee that 
worked in connection with the Board of Trade 
in caring for the two regiments and the bat- 
teries which they raised and sent to the war, 
promising to look after them and their fam- 
ilies as long as the war lasted. Twice Mrs. 
Reynolds went to the front, once to Cairo 
Columbus, Mound City, and Memphis to find 
out the needs of the soldiers, and an- 
other time, after the battle of Stone River, 
she went with two other women of the com- 
mittee to establish a diet-kitchen where suit- 
able food could be cooked for the 8,000 wound- 
ed and sick soldiers. For more than thirty 
years she was an active member of the Charity 
committee of St. James’ Episcopal Church. 
She was a member of a large family, One of 
her brothers was William WU. Houghteling of 
this city. For twelve years Mrs. Reynolds’ 
health had been poor, and her winters were 
generally spent in the South and some of her 
summers in her old home in Geneva, N. Y. 
July 23 she went to the sanitarium at Ken- 
osha, hoping to spend a pleasant summer 
there and regain her health. The day after 
her arrival she was stricken with wy eae 
which resulted in her death. She left three 
children, Mrs. Augustine L. McCrea of New 
York, and Miss Agnes Reynolds and Mrs. 
George K. Shoenberger of this city. The 
funeral services will be held at St. James’ 
Church Friday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 


Funeral of Charles John Sundell. 

Gray-haired men with wrinkled and sun- 
browned faces gathered at the late resiaence 
of Charles John Sundell, No. 1528 Dunning 
street, Lake View, yesterday afternoon. They 
were old-time Swedish settlers of Chicago, 
and they were there to show their esteem for 
the venerable Scandinavian who passed away 
last Tuesday. Among those present was 
Capt. Lainge, the oldest, Swedish resident of 
the city, who had a life-long acquaintance 
with Mr. Sundell. The Rev. Herman Linds- 
kog, rector of St. Ansgarius Swedish Episco- 
pal Church, conducted the services, partly in 
English and partly in Swedish. The follow- 
ing were pallbearers: Robert Lindblom, P. 
S. Peterson, L. F, Hussander, P. C. Nilsson, 
and A. E. Strand. After the services the re- 
mains were taken to Rosehill Cemetery and 
interred in the vault temporarily. Mr. Sun- 
dell was born in Stockholm, Sweden, June 1, 
1822. He came to Chicago in February, 1853, 
and from 1858 to 1861 he held the post of 
Consul for the Swedish Government in Chi- 
cago. He was afterwards appointed United 
States Consul at Stettin, Germany, by Presi- 
dent Lincoln. On his return from there he 
became associated in ‘the steamship business 
with Ferdinand S. Winslow. 


Dr. Jonathan Wy, Brooks Dies. 

Dr. Jonathan W. Brooks died of apoplexy 
late Wednesday afternoon at his residence, 
No. 2958 Indiana avenue.

F. D. Oreutt Thinks They Are More Likely 
to Kill Than to Cure Patients. 

The mode of treating patients suffering 
from sunstroke at the Cook County Hospital 
during the last few days does not, it appears, 
meet with the approval of every one. Ac- 
cording te the following communication re- 
ceived by Tue Taisune yesterday the “cure”

If this 
fails it might be well to sponge the face and 
wrists with cool water and to moisten the lips. 
Meanwhile a rational! physician should be 
called to decide what 1s needed.” 

It often happened, he said, that an ordinary 
fainting was mistaken for sunstroke. And to 
bundie a fainting man or woman into a patrol 
wagon and haul him or her five or six miles 
through the hot “sun would be very apt to 
bring on a more serious trouble. He was of 
the opinion that in many instances sunstroke 
was due to the drinking of too much ice water 
and other cold liquids between meals. The 
giving of alcoholic liquors of any kind to per- 
sons overcome by heat he condemned in the 
severest terms. ; 

Dr. Edwin B, Tuteur said there was a wide 
difference of opinion among physicians re- 
garding the use cf ice i1 cases of sunstroke. 
While in the Pennsylvania Hospital at Phila- 
delphia he had treated a _ large  num- 
ber of. patients overgome by the heat. 
The method in use there was 

to place the patient on a table made for the 
purpose and turn on the hose, using ordinary 
hydrant water. . Much better results were ob-. 
tained from this method than by the applica- 
tion of ice. It was not always necessary to 
use the hose, The patient’s temperature 
could be often reduced to the proper degree 
by sponging the face, chest, and arms with 
Some physicians, however, pre 
ferred to use the ice-cap, and to rub the entire 
body with ice. 
Ice Moderately in Severe Cases. 

Dr. Liston H. Montgomery on reading the 
communication said there was a good deal of 
philosophy in some of the suggestions made 
by the writer. He favored the removal of the 
patient to the coolest place that could be 
found conveniently, and then he should be 
placed in a recumbent position, The clothes 
should then he loosened and towels wrung out in 
cool water should be applied to the wrists, the 
nape of the neck, temples and chest. Mean- 
while the patient should be fanned vigorously. 
He believed in the moderate use of ice in 
severe cases, but preferred wet towels. ‘There 
undoubtedly were cases where the use of ice 
might be necessary, but if applied too con- 
tinuously serious results might follow. He 
did not wish it to. be understood that he was 
criticising the treatment given at the County 
Hospital. The physician in charge of the 
patient was always considered the proper 
judge of the treatment to be used. He con- 
demned the use of all kinds of alcoholic 
drinks in hot weather and also of moxie, root 
beers, and beverages of a like nature, 


PRONOUNCED DEAD, BUT STILL LIVES. 


Singular Case of M. ©. Woodruff, Pros- 
trated by Heat at Davenport. 

Davenport, Ia., July 28.—) Special. ]—Of the 
many cases of heat prostration in this city 
that of M. C. Woodruff, a painter, was the 
most singular. He came home last evening 
exhausted. His wife found him apparently 
dead. Before the doctor reached the house 
Woodruff had tive convulsions. Between them 
he was inert and perfectly unconscious. His 
heart and lungs ceased to work, the muscles 
relaxed and the doctor pronounced him dead. 
For fifteen minutes Woodruff remained in that 
condition. The doctor was about to leave 
when a slight flutter in the region of the heart 
was discerned, The doctor resumed his efforts 
at resusciationgand in the course of time the 
pulse revived and respiration returned. Wood- 
ruff will recover.

HE KNOWS RIGHT FROM WRONG. 


Supt. Dewey’s Opinion of Redmond’s Insan- 
ity—Probably Caused by Drink, 

The State yesterday in the Redmond case 
brought abundance of testimony to prove that 
if the defendant was insane when he killed Dr. 
Wilder, his insanity was the result of hard 
drinking. The most important witness of the 
day was Dr. Richard Dewey, Superintendent 
of the Kankakee asylum, where Redmond was 
once confined. The doctor stated positively 
that the defendant wasinsane, but at the same 
time knew right from wrong and was respon- 
sible for his terrible act. The defendant, he 
said, was committed to the asylum in January, 
1889, and after three months’ stay was dis- 
charged. He did not discharge him as cured, 
Dut as greatly improved. 

** What do you think was the cause of his in- 
sanity?’’ was asked. 

“It was caused by delirium tremens, or 
that at least was the primary cause. All the 
delusions were consistent with this theory.”’ 

‘** Do you think he is capable of resisting the 
impulses due to his delusions? ’’ 

“Ido, andlam pretty certain ‘he could 
distinguish between right and wrong.’’ 

Dr. John S. Ahle, who had attended Red- 
mond twice, swore to his suffering from de- 
lirium tremens, and stated that when sober 
Redmond was perfectly sane. A dozen wit- 
nesses, who were neighbors and friends of the 
defendant, and among whom were Officer 
John Tuxford, Sergt. Carey, Harry Worder, 
Frank Meyers. and Mrs. Manchester, testified 
to his drinking habits. With one accord they 
said he was a terrible man when under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 

At the close of Dr. Dewey’s testimony Judge 
Tuthill called the attorneys to the bench and 
tried to get them to consent to a verdict of 
guilty. He would then impose a life sertence 
and secure Redmond’s transfer to the asylum 
for the insane at Chester. This, however, did 
not meet with approval. 

A few minutes only will be consumed this 
morning in finishing the testimony. The case 
will probably be decided today.

Speedy relief was demanded. But the speedy 
relief has not been forthcoming. Time being 
the essence of the contract, a penalty of 
$200 per day was agreed on for delay. That 
delay has extended already 17 days. It is 
likely to extend into double that nunber of 
days. For every day of delay there should be 
a charge of $200. Mr. Aldrich is bound for 
the city’s protection to enforce it. Through 
the neglect of the contractors the people of 
Lake View are now suffering from a partial 
water famine. The neglect should be pun- 
ished in the way the contractors will feel it 


most—through their pockets. 


Ar the meeting of the Drainage Board 
Wednesday Messrs. Cooley, Boldenweck, 
Wenter, Russell, and Altpeter, a bare quorum, 
passed an ordinance levying atax, of $1,400,000 
on all the property in the district for the pres- 
ent year. When the taxpayers get their tax 
bills this winter they will find them larger 
than usual and ask what has been done with 
the money. After the board has begun sell- 
ing bonds and has to levy an additional tax to 
pay the interest on them and provide for their 
payment the tax bills will be larger yet. After 
this has gone on for some years without the 
least evidence that anything has been done by 
that board to free the city of sewage or pre- 
serve its drinking water from contamination, 
the taxpayers will get excited and begin asking 
what kind of a board itis. The intelligence 
of a large number of the citizens of Chicago 
is in their pocketbooks. It is impossible to 
make them understand that anything is going 
wrong until they are notified of it through the 
Collector. Then tHeir eyes are opened and 
they proceed to prance and howl. A few years 
hence these individuais who have been sitting 
stolidly by while the Drainage Trustees were 
preparing to throw away and waste many 
millions will be in a great state of rage over 
the * robbery ”’ practiced on them.when it is 
too late to remedy the mischief. 


WILLFUL, WICKED WASTE OF WATER. 

“In the old city limits we are pumping 150- 
000,000 gallons. Including Lake View and 

Hyde Park we are pumping 204,000,000 gal- 
lons daily.’? This is an official statement, and 

it gives atPaverage of about 140 gallons per day 
to each inhabitant or 800 gallons per family. 
Of course a part of this should be set down to 

“commercial supply,” as it is evident from 
the increase in pressure- when the passenger 
elevators and the steam boilers have shut off 
for the day. It is difficult to say how much 
ought to be allowed for this, but the fact that 
the revenue from water meters is 32 per cent 
of the total receipts of the department might 
be taken as an indication that the quantity 
amounts to about a third, but the un- 
measured water does cost half as much 
as the #measured. Roughly speaking, 

the water used by private con- 
sumers cannot be less than 110 gallons per 
capita per day or 550 per private family, out 

of which very many residents who pay for 
water get but httle. They are robbed by 
those who take far more than is really needed 

to supply their own wants, the rest being 
wasted. Large quantities are used in sprink- 

ling lawns, which is legitimate enough pro- 
vided the water were not wanted for other 
purposes. Probably a still larger item of 
waste is the continuous running of thousands 
of taps night and day because the people who 
ought to be held responsible are too lazy or 
careless to attend to the faucets. From these 
and other causes a great mahy people use and 
waste more than twice as much as is neces- 
sary to comfort and cleanliness. Their neigh- 
bors have to go short in the midst of plenty. 
Not a few have water all around them, but 
not a drop to drink. 

The number of water meters in the city is 
perhaps less than 5,000. It cannot much ex- 
ceed that. These are mostly used in connec- 
tion with steam boilers, hydraulic elevators, 
etc., scarcely any being connected with resi- 
dences. More than 250,000 families in this 
city pay a stated tax per year for water and 
take and waste as much as they like when 
they can get it. One-third of the number are 
lavishly wasteful, for which the majority have 
to suffer, especialiy during such weather as 
we have experienced-the last few days. There 
is a promise that ere long the supply will be 
increased about 40,000,000 gallons, or 20 per 
cent. But what good will that do unless the 
wicked waste is stopped? But the city is 
growing, too, and if the present wasteful rate 
of consumption be permitted to. continue the 
supply will again be scant except to the 
favored ones who can take if from near the 
street level. 

The evil can only be cured by a general in- 
troduction of the water meter, and until then 
by rigid police repression of waste. Con- 
sumers should be obliged to pay for the quan- 
tity taken bythem as they now have todo 
with gas and electricity. It is safe to say that 
if they did the consumption. by many of their 
number would be reduced athird part, and 
that without any loss of comfort to themselves 
or families, but to the great gain of thousands 
less fortunately situated under present condi- 
tions. The.enormous waste would soon be 
stopped if no consumption were allowed ex- 
dept through the meter, and the present ad- 
mninistration would do wel: to try and enforce 
this important reform. 


CRAZY SCHEMES OF THE DRAINAGE 
TRUSTEES. 

The bridge across the South Branch at 
Halsted street was destroyed by collision with 
a steamer recently, and the city authorities 
designed replacing it by a double steel one, 
like those at Rush, Clark, Lake, and Jackson. 
Cooley and his chums say to them: “ You 
must put up a temporary and not a permanent 
structure, because we intend, some time or 
other, to widen the South Branch from 
Sixteenth street to the pumping-works to 250 
feet, and to make it so deep as to require the 
foundations of the proposed bridge to be 
placed at least twenty-six feet below low 
water.’’ The Cooleyites have also announced 
that after they have “‘ matured their plans ”’ 
for the river legal steps will be taken to re- 
strain the city from building any bridges iu a 
maaner not in accordance with their crazy 
ideas of widening the river to 250 feet and 
deepening to 25 feet. 

Their plan, as far as made known, appears 
to contemplate furnishing 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute through the main river, and 300,- 
000 more through a channel to be constructed 

m the lake to the South Branch on the line 


of Sixteenth street. That is why they propose 


to make the South Branch 250 feet wide south 
of Sixteenth to Bridgeport. The tof that 
widening is many millions beyond the means 
of the district, and so, too, is that of a great 
channel at Sixteenth street, whether open or 
covered. An open, navigable one is im- 
practicable because of the various railroad 
and street-car lines, and the cost of a covered 
one would be ten millions—to say nothing of 
land damages. , 

The city ought to proceed with the construc- 
tion of the Halsted street bridge, on the as- 
sumption that the width of the South Branch 
will be increased to 160 feet. The work should 
be so done that it will be possible to cut be- 
hind the bridge, when the stream is widened, 
so as to furnish the required 160 feet of wator 
flow at that point. The widening of the South 
Branch to 160 feet, from the Forks to Bridge- 
port, can be done with comparative ease and 
at a cost not beyond the resources of the dis- 
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water anda current of a mile and a third an 
hour—which will not interfere with naviga- 
tion—the stream would have a capacity of 
300,000 cubie feet a minute, which is all the 
water the district is required to furnish at 
present and until remote contingencies hap- 


pen. 
If the city authorities should set in to build 


‘a bridge on the assumption that the channel 


was to be 160 feet wide and the Drainage 
Trustees should attempt to enjoin them, on 
the ground that they proposed to make it 250 
feet wide, then the city would make its an- 
swer to the court that the action of the Trust- 
ees was null and void because they had not, 
and could not get, the money to make the im- 
provement on the scale proposed. The city 
would say that the widening to 250 fee was 
connected with the proposition to supply 
300,000 cubic feet along Sixteenth street, and 
that the cost of those two jobs would bank- 
rupt the drainage district. 

The Cooley cranks have not the unlimited 
powers they fancy, because their stock of 
mpney is limited. And when they say, as one 
of them did to Commissioner Aldrich, ‘that 
‘* they expected to get ten millions from the 
United States” towards carrymg out their 
impracticable plans, they reveal the depths of 
their folly. A government which barely and 
grudgingly helps its own National Fair will 
hot rush to Mr. Cooley’s aid to make the wholly 
a autem od Sixteenth street cut. 
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THE WORLD’S FAIR LEGISLATION. 

The vote in the House a week ago against 
the World’s Fair appropriation stood 122 to 
110, adverse majority 12. The vote in the 
House Wednesday stood 117 for the appro- 
priation, 105 against, the affirmative including 
Holman, who changed his vote in order to 
move a reconsideration. All the Republicans 
on the floor, 54 in number, and 63 Democrats 
voted to concur in granting five millions, All 
the Alliance men on the floor and 95 Demo- 
crats voted not to give a cent. All the votes 
against concurring were cast by Democrats 
and the Alliance cranks. The votes of the 
thirteen Tammany members, with a solitary 
exception, that of Col. Feliows of the Sixth 
District, was cast against the appropriation. 
Of the members who voted to insist upon a 
disagreement to \be tive million amendment 
63 were Southern and 42 Northern. The 
changes were not many. ‘The following mem- 
bers who voted against the appropriation last 


week voted for it Wednesday:

The Southern States cast 15 votes for the 
appropriation and 61 votes against it. The 
vote of New York stood on the roll 9 for and 
10 against. The Southern Brigadier-Tam- 
many combination is sufficiently apparent. 
The Alliance cranks solidly helped the com- 
bination, but there were sufficient patriotic 
Democrats to join hands with the solid Re- 
publican phalanx and save the credit of the 
nation from the assaults of this malicious 
Dreibund, 

As a last resort the factions and malignant 
minority now has resorted to filibustering 
after a motion has passed the House to ad- 
journ Saturday. It is not believed the Senate 
will agree to adjourn until the five million ap- 
propriation has pecn passed beyond all dan- 
ger. Holman himself, ashamed of the con- 
temptible business, has let out the filibuster- 
ing to Bailey of Texas, but there is no good 
reason to believe that he can set aside the will 
of the majority. 


ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC GERRYMANDER 
GONE. 

The Republicans have beén successful in 
knocking out another legislative gerrymander 
—that in Michigan. The Democrats elected 
in 1890 a majority of the members of the 
Lower House of the Michigan Legislature, but 
not of the Senate. Some Republican Senators 
went off on aspree, and the Democrats took 
advantage of their absence to oust one Re- 
publican and get a majority in that branch 
also. Having done that they made a legis- 
lative apportionment which would have given 
them the Legislature and a United States Sen- 
ator this winter, no matter by how many 
thousands the Republicans might carry the 
State on the general ticket. 

The Republicans attacked that gerrymander 
in the courts, and the Supreme Court has up- 
set iton the ground of the inequality of the 
apportionment. Democratic counties which 
had just a trifle over the ratio were divided to 
make two districts, and Republican counties 
which had more than enough population to 
make a district had other counties tacked on 
them. This mode of disfranchisement was 
“practiced wherever possible. As the Vemo- 
crats have lost control of the Senate through 
deaths and resignations, it is not likely that a 
new apportionment will be made this year. 
Hence the election will be held under that of 
1881, and if the Republicans carry the State, 
which they can easily do, they will carry the 
Legislature with it. Hence the rascals will 
be balked in their attempt at minority home 
rule. 

In view of the success the Republicans have 
met with in upsetting gerrymanders in Wis- 
consin and Michigan—the court being Demo- 
cratic in one State and Republican in the 
other—they ought to try their luck in New 
York, where the Democrats have just perpe- 
trated a very vicious gerrymander. As was 
shown by Tue Trisunsz the other day, each 
Democrat in Kings County is given a voting 
power equal to that of three Republicans. 
Detnocratic districts have a population of 
about 32,000 and Republican ones of about 
100,000, Two Supreme Courts having set aside 
apportionments because of their evidert*in- 
equality and unfairness, it is barely possible 
that that of New York, partisan though it is, 
might be shamed into adhering to the prec- 
edents. It is worth a trial. 
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NATIONAL GRAIN GRADING. 

A bill for establishing national grades and 
classifications of grain has been passed by the 
Senate, and was called up in the House a week 
ago by Cha rman Haten of the Agricuitural 
committee. Itis an innocent looking meas- 
ure, and is understood to have tne approval of 
Secretary Rusk, but is now claimed to be in- 
tended as the entering wedge for the establish- 
ment of warehouses for wheat and other grain 
all over the country and their supervision by 
a big army of Treasury officials. Representa- 
tive Warner of New York claims to have in 
his possession printed circulars which admit 
this, When the bill was before the House Mr. 
Warner inquired who would guarantee that 
the classification of a given consignment of 
grain under such a law would represent the 
truth, but received no answer. 

The report states that “the object of the 
measure is to provide a government standard 
as to weight and general conditions of grain 
in such a way as will best subserve the inter- 


trade and commerce.’ This looks harmless 
enough, bit it cagnot be denied that its 
friends regard it as intended to go much 
farther. A former member of Congress who 
18 leading in the movement outside is quoted 
a8 writing that he did not wish to have the bill 
,put in peril by attempting at the same time to 
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authorize national inspection, as if oppusition 
were aroused to that it might endanger the 
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ests of the public in the conduct of inter-State 


whole bill. But he said: “ After the, stand- 
ard is established the call will soon come for 
national inspection and inspevtors, and this 
question can then be argued with much greater 
advantage in behalf of the measure than be- 
fore the firet step—the standard—is accom- 
plished.” Elsewhere the same gentleman has 
hinted his conviction that the end proposed 
cannot be attained except through a national 
inspection of grain, the inspectors to be ap- 
pointed by the Department of Agriculture, 
the official certificate of the inspectors making 
certain to the purchaser that the quality of 
grain delivered shall be as stated in the 
certificate, , 

The.character of some of the men who have 
urged this measure renders it reasonably 
certain that they hope it will lead up to the 
Subtreasury issue of money to farmers on 
the value of their produce. It is not prob- 
able that Secretary ‘Rusk sympdthizes with 
this idea, but it looks as if he is diaposed to 
magnify his office in every direction where 
the Department of Agriculture can be pleaded 
to work for the good of the farming com- 
munity, though he must well know that the 
cost of all must be paid by the whole people. 
The Federal employment of a force of grain 
inspectors at every cross-roads in the country 
would constitute a heavy tax that must be 
borne by somebody, and it is well understood 
by practical men that uniform ‘standards for 
grain allover the United States are impos- 
sible in practice, though the thing may look 
weil in theory. The inspection of provisions 
for sanitary reasons is all right, but there is 
no occasion for applying” such precautions 
to grain, and the attempt to harmonize either 
on the lines of commercial standard of 
quality would be a lamentable failure except 
to the men who would draw pay for an al- 
leged service to the public without which the 
public would be better off. 


Iy closing his speech at Madison Square 
Garden to the committee which notified him 
Of his nomination, Mr. Cleveland said he 
should ‘‘make a more formal response to 
their message.’’ That is, he will, as on two 
previous occasions, write along letter in which 
he will instruct the people as to his policy and 
how much he yearns to do them good. In 
that letter which he will prepare with great 
pains he ought to get in various matters which 


he did not refer to in the hasty remarks which 


he made when unexpectedly tcli of his nomi- 
nation. 

He ought to say what his silver policy will 
be, and also what he thinks of a third term— 
whether he will or will not be agandidate for 
renomination in 1896 and whether he still 
favors an amendment to the Constitution mak- 
ing Presidents ineligible for immediate re- 
election. 

There is still another matter which deserves 
his attention. Notwithstanding his outspoken 
advocacy of free trade in his speech of accept- 
ance, some papers, like the Chicago Staats- 
Zeitung, Chicago Times, New York Times and 
Sun, St. Louis Republic, etc., are endeavoring 
to twist some of its free trade sentences into 
an indorsement of protection. They are con- 
struing his address as a tariff straddle speech. 
He ought to rebuke those persons who have 
ventured to take such liberties with his liter- 
ery productions, and who assert that he in- 
dorses a protective straddle and theory which 
the Demoératic platform says is “ unconstitu- 
tional and a robbery.” Mr. Cleveland has 
plenty of time in which to write his ietter, 
and he should make it as comprehensive as a 
cyclopedia and as pre¢ise and clear as the first 
four rules of arithmetic if he hopes ‘to stop the 
mouths of those misconstruers and perverters 
of his free trade and “tariff for revenue only”’ 
views 
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Tue speech by Sepator Vest on the Hatch 
bill shows the gentleman to be able to Jook at 
some things with rational eye and to talk un- 
derstandingly about one of them atleast. It 
wasastrong point made by him thatif the 
passage of the bill would assure higher prices 
tothe farmer for his produce the measure 
would be objectionable asa piece of class 
legislation intended to benefit the farmer at 
the expense of all other bread eaters in the 
country. Butit has been pleaded by others 
that the success of the measure would damage 
the producer’ instead of operating to his ad- 
vantage, and this claim’ seems to be a valid 
one. So between the two sets of argument 
Hatch and his associates in pushing the bill 
are onthe horns of a dilemma. Their pro- 
posed law is unconstitutional and could do no 
good in.any event. If Vest’s speech was not 
the means of changing the views of some of 
those who heard it the fact must be set down 
to the persistence of resolve that raises the 
question if it be not a mere waste of time to 
make speeches in Congress. Equally will it 
be strange if the recent revelations of motive 
for urging the passage of the bill have not 
been the means of lessening the number of 
those willing to vote.for it. Those revelations 
ought to be sufficient to condemn it in the 
mind of every honest ‘man. . It looks now as if 
the Hatch bill were practically dead—“ killed 
by its friends.” 


Mr. GLApDsTonE will meet the new House of 
Commons next Thursday with only a nominal 
majority of forty. The scrutiny of the votes 
cast at Greenock in the early days of the poll- 
ings unseats Mr. Bruce, the Gladstonian Lib- 
eral, and gives the seat to the old member, 
Thomas Sutherland, mugwump-Liberal. This 
is a setback for the Giadstonians even be- 
fore they meet their adversaries. It reduces 
the Gladstonian gains in Scotland to four. 
Seventeen gains were confidently counted on. 
Mr. Sutherland, who is seated by the scrutiny 
at Greenock, would probably prefer that the 
decision should be against him, as in that 
event Lord Salisbury would probably give 
him a peerage. Mr. Bruce, the young Scotch 
barrister, counted out by 55 votes, will 
be heard from soon again. The Liberal jour- 
nals are not atall dismayed by the narrow- 
ness of their chief’s majority. The Speaker, 
which is the official mouthpiece of the Glaa- 
stonians, says: “* The majority is large enough 
to justify him (Mr. Gladstone) in anticipating 
the retention of power for the normal term of 
office.”” It also predicts that in many of the 
constituencies where the Liberal candidates 
were ** washed out by beer ” election petitions 
will result in Liberal gains. As the judges 
are mostly Tories or mugwump-Liberals per- 
haps the Speaker is too sanguine. 


Mr. CLEVELAND has acted wisely in refusing 
to say a single word that could be tortured into a 
taunt of the silver men because of their failure to 
secure from the Chicago convention a free coin- 
age plank in the national platform. In thus ig- 
noring a question which has been turned over to 
a conference of all the great powers he has once 
more shown that he is a practical statesman. 
Cleveland and Stevenson are model candidates. 
Let every good man and true rally to their sup- 
port.— Richmond (Va.) Dispatch.

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Correcting the Grave Error of a Corre- 
spondent. 

Curcaco, Ill, July 26, 1892.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }—Your editorial on the “ Meaning of 
the Foreign Commerce Statistics ” throws much 
light on the puzzling “balance of trade” ques- 
tion. 

Exports pay. for imports, and the importation 
of foreign-made goods does not displace Ameri- 
can labor. As foreigners require pay for these 
imports, that pay can be given only in the prod- 
ucts of American labor. It cannot be given in 
money, for there is no international money, and, 
as we reject foreign coins, so foreigners reject 
ours. Even when we give gold or silver for im- 
ports they are exchanged, not as money, but as 
a commodity--bullion—being weighed in the 
scales just as iron or any other metal is. 

Gold and silver are valuable thus only because 
it requires the expenditure of so much labor to 
mine and smelt them. Could they be as easily, 
rapidly, and plentifully obtained as iron they 
would be worth no more than iron, So it is the 
labor cost principally that gives even to gold and 
silver their value. 

Hence imports do not displace American labor, 
even though bought with gold and silver. In fact 
they necessitate the employment of American 
labor to create the products that pay for them. 
And asthis cheapness of imports brings within 
our reach many articles we otherwise could not 
afford to purchase, more American laborgs thus 
given employment than if these ports 
were prohibited. We give gold and silver for im- 
ports only when the former is easier obtained 
than the latter. D. Wesster Grow,

EXPLANATION AND REFUTATION. 

The correspondent does not state the case cor- 
rectly. Foreign commerce is not an exchange of 
comu.odities, in so far as the merchants carrying 
on the business are concerned, Last year certain 
merchants imported into the United States goods 
worth about $802,000,000 at the points of manufact- 
ure or shipment, and worth with freight added 
about $880,000,000 in our ports. They paid for 
these commodities in gold, silver, or bills of ex- 
change, and did so entirely irrespective of any- 
thing that was going on in the shape of exporta- 
tion of products. They bought these $880,000,000 
worth of goods bécause they knew or judged that 
American consumers would buy the, goods from 
them, and at prices which would leave a profit 
on the operation. 

On the other hand, certain other merchants sold 
a Jittle over a billion dollars’ worth of American 
products for export to ali nations. They scoured 
the markets of the world for customers in Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Australia, India, 
China, Japan, and the American Republics and 
other countries, or they sold the property to for- 
eign merchants, who purchased our products 
here, which they believed they could sell abroad 
at a profit. All these exporters got their pay not 
in commodities, as our correspondent seems to 
think, but in gold or silver, or bills of exchange. 
Those who sold did eo utterly regardless of what 
was being done in the other direction or by im- 
porters. They sent the produce to all nations 
without asking whether or not those countries 
had any things to sell or barter. So long as they 
could find a market for the purchase of their stuff 
the importing phase of the business did not enter 
into their calculation. 

It. is true that in the end the greater part of this 
commerce is carried on by virtue of a system of 
offsets, by means of which one set of bills of ex- 
change held by banks is counted against another, 
as so much cash, this obviating the necessity of 
transporting actual pay in money across the 
ocean both ways to the full amount represented 
by the value of the goods bougtt andsold. But 
the fact remains that both the exporters and the 
importers attend to theirown departments of 
effort without reference to the other. Each one 
is concerned alone in finding the best possible 
market for his wares. He leaves to the banking 
fraternity the answer to the question whether 
more or less funds. have to be shipped over the 
ocean in the shape.of money or securities in order 
to strike the balance of the two sets of transac- 
tions. lf, owing to a shortagein American ex- 
ports or to the fact that pleasure tourists from 
the United States to Europe spend a great deal 
of money over there, or for any other ca@se, there 
be an annual balance of, say, $100,000,000, or other 
amount to be sent eastward across the Atlantic, 
the balance is paid in cash; but not by the ex- 
porter or the importer, as such, any more than 
the butcher, grocer, and lumber merchant are 
concerned in the ¢clearing-house transactions of 
the bank at which each of them keeps his ac- 
count. Gold coined or uncoined is) international 
money. Its value depends only on its weight and 
rineness. | | 

Now, as the importers pay no attention to the 
exporters, if the duties on foreign goods were 
omitted or taken off the importer would buy 
those foreign goods in larger quantities, well 
knowing that a lowering in the prices would tend 
to increase consumption, at least temporarily— 
that is, until American workmen were forced to 
resume work on low wages, so. that com- 
petition could be  reéstablished. These 
cheaper European goods would thus be 
placed upon the market in floods at first, the re- 
sult being that they would displace equivalent 
quantities of the American products, and throw 
out of employment hundreds of thousands of the 
workmen now engaged in producing them at high 
wages on this side of the Atlantic, 

At the same time the volume of our exports 
would not increase at all, unless from quite other 
causes. As regards breadstuffs, meats, etc., it is 
well known that the foreign demand is governed 
by harvest conditions abroad. If the Europeans 
had enough food without drawing any from us 
they would let ours alone, no matter how much 
we might argue that they ought to buy from us in 
return for our purchases of their wares. And 
then bear in mind that the Democrats in their 
platform, in Congress, in their newspapers, arid 
on the stump all denounce and ridicule reciproci- 
ty as a Blaine and Harrison humbug. Hence, 
with free trade adopted on our side, féreign 
nations would not be required by the Democrats 
in power to reciprocate, but other powers would . 
continue taxing and excluding our products as 
much as they pleased and demanding our hard 
money in payment of the balances of trade 


? against us. Our gold is always accepted by 


other nations at its full value. 

So the consequence of our letting in foreign 
goods duty free would be the enlargement of the 
balance of trade against us which must be paid 
in coin so long as there was any coin left, 
and after that must be paid in bonds and other se- 
curities. This would be the inevitable outcome 
of the Democratic policy to open our ports free to 
all nations, and the policy to which Mr. Cleve 
land has evén more s committed himself 
than is indicated in the tform of his party. 
And that excessive influx of cheap foreign goods 
must continue until the American wage scale had 
been forced down so low as to enable us to exclude 
the flow by offering equalig cheap goods with 
those manufactured abroad. . 

This policy is directly opposed te the reciprocity

United States with other countries. 
force us to take the manufactures of 
which impose restrictive dutiés on what 
to sell, open our porte to nations who want 
shut up tightly tneir ports against us, and thus 
kill off the American labor market for the sup- 
ply of goods for export as well as for con- 
sumed at home. When the Democrats passed 
their low tariff of 1846 and still lower one in 1857 


they demanded no reciprocal advantages from 


other nations. That is the Democratic policy

TRUE CHOLERA BACILLUS FOUND. 


But It {s Said Not to Have Entered ‘the 
City of Paris, is 
Lonpon, July 28.—The Paris corresponden 
of the Lancet telegraphs that M. Netter, a 
member of the Hygiene Publione, reports 
that in twenty-nine out of forty-nine cases of 
illness reported as cholera which he has inves 
tigated he has found the true cholera bacillus 
M. Netter further says that the true cholera is 
limited to the suburbs of Paris, and that ouly 
that form of the disease kaown as cholerine 
exists in the city. 
Prof. Dieulafoy, however, states that he has 


found the cholera bacillus in two cases in 


Panis. 

The Lancet in an editorial says that the 
cholera is making steady headway in Russia 
and that even the incomplete official returns 
received admit that 550 deaths are daily 
caused by the scourge in that country. The 
disease is spreading westward, and the report 
that it has invaded Roumania, if true, is of 
serious impert ,to Europe. No. proper ac- 
count, the Lancet says, has yet been issued in 
regurd to the disease in VParis, and little im- 
portance can be attached tu Dr. Proust’s of- 
ficial statement that there is no invading or 
imported cholerain France. The Lancet con- 
cludes its article as follows: 

When half the people attacked die it matters 
little what name is given to the cholera in Paris 
and its suburbs. 

Sr. Pererssure, July 28.—Several cases of 


‘sporadic cholera are reported to have occurred 


at Warsaw. Cholera has broken out in the 
towns «f Kharkoff and Orenburg, and several 
cases of the disease have occurred along the 
Volga River above Nijni-Novgorod. 

The following official cholera returns are 
published: ) 

July 26.—Astrakhan, 46 cases, 42 deaths; 
Woronesh, 15 cases, 10 deaths; Kazan. 9 cases, 7 
deaths ; Samara, 129 cases, 74 deaths; Saratoff, 91 
cases, 61 deaths; Simbirsk, 68 cases, 33 deaths; 
Rostoff. 106 cases, 69 deaths; Taganrog, 5 cases, 4 
deaths; Kharkwff, 15 cases, 3 deaths; stations on

July 17.—Orenburg, 9 cases, 6 deaths. 

July 25 to 27.—Tzaritzin, 48 cases, 29 deaths. 

Four deaths from cholera have occurred in 
Warsaw. The disease has also appeared at 
Acce, where three deaths were reported Sun- 
day. Of 737 deaths in Moscow during the last 
week nearly one-half were due to intestinal 
complaints. 

Wasuinetoxr, D. C., July 28.—[ Special. |— 
“Cholera is epidemie in the Caucasus, or 
rather at Baku, in Russia,’’ writes Acting 
Consul Hali from Batoum, “and it is estimated 
that quite 125 deaths take place daily at 
Baku and vicinity from this disease. Official 
figures as published in the newspapers give 
the death rate at only thirty-five to forty 
per day, but I am told on reliavle authority 
from Baku that these figures are far from 
correct. Outofa population of 110,000 more 
than 75,000 have left the city of Baku and 
fled to all parts of Russia. What ts 
altogether inexplicable is the fact that no 
quarantine had been established on fugitives 
from Baku, and the result has been, of course, 
that the cholera is now in Tiflis, Astrakhan, 
and in most of the small towns and villages 
between Baku and Tiflis. The death rate in 
the latter town is from six to ten per day, 
While in Astrakhan it 1s said to be forty or fifty 
daily, but these again are official figures and 
very little confidence can be placed in them. 
As yet no cases are reported in Batoum. 
Quarantine has been established for ten days 
in Constantinople and Roumania ports on all 
vessels leaving from between Ratoum and 
Sukum inclusive. ”’ 


ANARCHISTS DEFY A FRENCH JUDGE. 


They Refuse to Stand as Ordered, and Try 
to Harangue the Court. 

Panis, July 28.—During the trial at Ver- 
sailles of four Anarchists charged with steal- 
ing a quantity of dynamite which was used in 
the explosions of last May day, one of the 
prisoners named Etievant, when told by the 
Judge to stand, remained -in his seat and im- 
pudently replied: “Get up yourself, Why 
don’t you get up? One man is as good as 
another. Get up if you want to speak to me: 
then I will get up too.”” The other prisoners 
followed the example of bravado. Each in 
turn began a violent harangue and tried to 
expatiate on the subject of anarchy. After 
considerable disorder silence was restored. 

The prisoners were all convicted. Fagoux 
was sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment 
ut hard labor, Challeret to twelve years, 
Dronet to six, and Etievant to 
five. After sentence had been pro- 
nounced and tne prisoners were 
being taken from the ‘court room , to their 
cells they shouted ‘* Vive Anarchie!”’ Their 
eries were responded to by the crowd, which 
had gathered outside of the court room to 
catch a glitnpse of the prisoners, by shouts of 
‘“ Drown them.”

SIX PASSENGERS ARE INJURED. 


Serious Accident That Marks a Train’s Trip 
from St, Paul to Chicago, 

The passenger-train on the Chicago, St. 
Paul and Kansas City road that left St. Paul 
Wednesday night and was due in Chicayo yes- 
terday morning wasso badly wrecked ata 
point abouta mile from Hayfield, Mina.,. 
that it did not reach the depot here till 3 
o’clock this morning. 

Owing to the recent storm the road was in 
some places badly washed out. Shortly after 
leaving St. Paul the engine struck a bad 
stretch of track and tipped over. This and 
other similar though not so serious accidents 
caused a good deal of delay, 

At about midnight the train reached a bad 
washout about a mile from Hayfield, near 
Dodge Center, Minn. The engine and the 
smoker passed over in safety, but the day 
coach and the Des Moines sleeper plunged 
into the gap, the cars being badly wrecked. 
Fortunately the train was not heavily loaded, 
and most of those on board escaped with 
slight injuries. Assistance was summoned, 
and the coaches that were not‘seriously dam- 
aged were switched to another train, and the 
trip was resumed. | 

The most seriously injured was Mr. Ely of 
Neenah, Wis. He is 80 years old and totally 
blind. His head was driven through a win- 
dow and he suffered severe. spinal injuries. 
Mrs. E. Smith and Mrs. J. Parker of Hay- 
field were badly cut and bruised, and so were 
two men and one womah whose names were 
not known to any of the passengers 
who arrived in Chicago this morning. The 
injured were all taken to the Hayfield Hos- 
pital.

THROUGH THE BRAIN. 


GEORGE K, SISTARE KILLS HIM- 
SELF AT THE MANHATTAN CLUB. 


His. Inability te Secure Employment Be- 


cause of the Failure of the Once Fam- 
ous Bond Brokers’ Firm Causes Him to 
Take His Life—John M. D. Fanshaw 
Surrenders Himself—Owners of the Fred 
B. Taylor Libel the Trave—Rumor of 
Proposed Gold Exports. 

New York, July 28.—George K. Sistare, one 
of the family ot that name which started to do 
business on Wal) street more than a half 
century ago and continued to operate there 
until the firm of George \K.° Sistare’s Sons 
went under, Avril 7, 1890, killed himself by 
putting a bullet through his brain in the re- 
ception-room of the Manhattan club this 
morning. Mental derangement was un- 
doubtedly the cause of the suicide, 

The only man who saw the suicide was 
Henry S. Bennett. He was for many years 
the legal adviser of George K. Sistare, the 
father of the suicide, and acted in the 
same capacity for the sons. Mr. Bennett 
started to go up the stairway that leads from 
Thirty-fourth street to the Manhattan club a 
few minutes after 10 o’clock this morning. 
As he was entering the-club-house, once the 
old Stewart mansion, he met George K. Sis- 
tare. Mr. Bennett had not seen him for some 
time and was rather surprised to meet him 
there. 

‘*‘ Hello!’ exclaimed Mr. Sistare, “ you are 
just the man I want to see.” 

The men went into the club-house, and Mr. 
Bennett ledtifa,visitor into the large recep- 
tion-room to tHe left of the corridor. Tney 
took seats upon a large sofa at the end of the 
room farthest from theentrance. Mr, Sis- 
tare did not appear to be agitated. 

After a little commonplace talk about the 
weather, Mr. Sistare suddenly turned to Mr. 
Bennett and said slowly in a low voice: 

‘*T suppose you heard of that ugly rumor of 
my having tried to shoot ny brother William 
a few days ago?” é 

Mr. Bennett tried to turn the conversation 
but Mr. Sistare would not have it. 

‘*]T have always carried a pistol, you know,”’ 
he remarked. “*{ have it with me now. See! 
Here it 1s.”’ 4 

Mr. Sistare pulied the weapon from his 
pocket and got up from the sofa, facing Mr. 
Bennett. Then, Mr. Bennett says, the whole 
manner of the man seemed tochange. Mr. 
Sistare put the weapon to his head and fired 
three times, falling dead. 

The firm of Sistare’s Sons was founded by 
George K. Sistare Sr., and until some years 
after his death enjoyed ashigh reputation as a 
house that did a large bond business. There 
were various branches throughout the coun- 
try. The elder Sistere took both of his sons 
into the business before his death, in 1879. 
When George retired, in 1883, Harold Clem- 
ens beeame a partner with W. H. M. Sistare. 

Later Douglas Hilger becaine a partner.and 
ran the Philadelphia business. He died about 
a month before the collapse of the firm April 
8, 1890. The other partners declared the 
failure was due to the fact that Hilger had 
embezzled hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of the firm’s assets, but this charge was 
always looked upon with doubt by the credit- 
ors and the general public, 

The firm’s failure was complete. When 
Assignee Henry J. Davison filed his schedules, 
they showed that against Habilities of $1,657,- 
607, there were actual assets of only $40,124. 
Since the collapse of the firm George K. 
Sistare had been trying to secure some em- 
ployment that would give him aliving among 
the banking houses with which he used to do 
business. Although he had not been a mem- 
ber of the disgraced firm of George K. 
Sistare’s Sons for four years before its failure, 
his name went against him and none of those 
to whom he applied would take him in. 


THIRTY-EIGHT DIED IN GOTHAM, 


The Heat Continues with No Abatement— 
Mortality Is Much Increased, 

New York, July 28.—The maximum tem- 
perature of today was 98 degrees. This has 
been exceeded. but once during the present 
heated term, Tuesday, when a maximuin of 
99 degrees was attained! The day was ex- 
tremely sultry. Atmno tite did the tempera- 
ture fall below 77 degrees, which was noted at 
38a.m. From noon untii 8 p. m,. the mercury 
ranged above 90 degrees, reaching the maxi 
mum, 98 degrees, at 3:30 o’clock and con- 
tinuing at that until 5 o’clock, when it began 
to slowly recede. 

Intense suffering to man and beast was 
caused. ‘There was no cooling breeze in the 
early morning, as on Wednesday, to temper 
the sun’s fierce rays. in consequence there is 
a long list of fatal sunstrokes and heat pros- 
trations due to the cumulative effects of the 
successive days of -hot weather and to the 
favorable atmospheric conditions,

Trades club, The manufacturers accused the 
union men of a breach of faith in joining the 
strikers after an agreement had been effected. 

he union men said that they were ordered to 
strike by.the board afd that the fault was not 
theirs. committee composed of seven of 
the employers and employés then visited the 
Board of Walking Delegates, but the latter 
refused to interfere. 

The buildings which are affected by the 
strike of the marble cutters are the Have- 
meyer building on Courtland street, Hotel 
Waldorff, Thirty-fifth street and Fifth avenue, 
and the new Netherlands Hotel at Fifty-ninth 
street and Fifth avenue. At the Metrupolitan 
Life Insurance building at ‘Twenty-third 
street and Madison avenue, which is almost 
completed, alarge number of derrick men 
were ordered out yesterday, and in conse- 
quence the work was almost suspended 
today. A few non-union men re. 
mained, but the number was too limited 
to be effective. Mr. Pulton, who had charge 
of the “derrick ’’ work, said that he adver- 
tised for men and that four came, but when 
they were about to commence work a picket 
of union men came up and persuaded two of 
them to leave.

AGAIN AFTER JOHANN MOST. 


District Attorney Nicoll Will Suppress 
“The Propaganda of Action.” 

New York, July 28.— District Attorney 
Nicoll took prompt action today for the sup- 
pression of **The Propaganda of Action,” 
which is being published by the organs of an- 
archby in this city and flaunted in the 
face of the law and the peace of the city. The 
anarchistic call to arms and the advocacy of 
the use of dynamite in this city against ‘capi- 
talists are to be stopped by law. Already 
the District Attorney is having translated 
for his official use the editorial in 
Die Anarchie which advocates the killing 
of all capitalists, the arming and drilling of 
the Anarchists, and a general uprising. He is 
also having translations tmnade of the recent 
utterances of the Freiheit, Johann Most’s 


paper. 

“The translations will be laid before the 
grand jury, which meets next week,” said 
District Attorney Nicoll. “I dv. not yet 
know under what statute of the penal code 
such indictwents can best be found, but I 
think they will be found under the statute 
prohibiting incitement to riot. The charge in 
such an indictment would be similar to that 
made against Johann Most two years ago, on 
which he was imprisuned for incendiary 
speech,”

Two Doctors May Be Held for Murder—A 
Strange Death Certificate. 

New York, July 28.—[Special.|—If a story 
which has come out today has any foundation 
in fact Dr. Henry C. McGonigal ana Dr. 
Marion A. Dale, who are in jail.in Long 
Island City, charged with having caused the 
death of Mrs. Louisa Webb of Ravenswood, 
may have to answer for a crime committed in 
this city. Last month Arthur J. Yeo, an elec- 
trician, died at his home in Eighth avenue, 
His death certificate, signed by Dr. Dale, 
caused ai great deal of aftention.

EVIDENCES OF A PLOT. 


Henry Bauer's Arrest Tends to Implicate 
Anarchists in the Berkmann Affair, 

Pirrssurc, Pa., July 28.—Henry Bauer, 
who succeeded Herr Fricke as the head of the 
Anarcbistic Bureau of Literature in the Alle- 
gheny district, has been arrested as an ac- 
complice in the attempt made by Berkmann to 
take the life of H. C. rick, and his arrest, it 
is claimed by the polict offieials, will greatly 
strengthen the case against Berkmann. 

The police officials, fearing that sooner or 
later information of whatever character con- 
cerning the Anarchists of Pittsburg and Alle- 
gheny would be of value, have been keeping a 
close watch on all parties known to be ac- 
quainted with the affairs of that body. 

Bauer’s headquarters in Allegheny have been 
at No. 73 Spring Garden avenue in a frame 
building 18x20 feet in dimensions and of 
dilapidated appearance. Oneside of the room 
is occupied by the shoe shop of Maxwell Al. 
brecht and Bauer has his aesk on the other. 

A curtain separates the front part of the 
room from the sleeping auarters of Bauer and 
Albrecht in the rear. On the wails are_pict- 
ures of the Anarchists executed at Chicago. 
The drawers of Bauer’s desk were full of an- 
archistieJiterature and this was taken to the 
Central Station. ; 

Bauer was seen in company with Berkmann 
last week, and it was from a description of 
him that he was traced and arrested. 

When Detective McTighe pointed to him, 
saying to the other officers that he was the 
man, they could scarcely believe it. Bauer is 4 
large, fine-looking man about 35 years of age. 
He weighs over 200 pounds and is six feet tall. 
He is well proportioned, full in the face, has a 
heavy black mustache and eyebrows and black 
hair. 

Distributed “ Red ” Literature, 

He acknowledges having been engaged in 
distributing anarchistic literature at Home- 
stead and that he was the man whom the mill 
men wanted te leave town for trying to 
scatter incendiary circulars. When brought™ 
to the Central Station he had a subscription 
book in his pocket, which he used in_ taking 
names of persons subscribing to different 
magazines and papers ‘of an anarchistic 
nature. 

Bauer was known to have met Berkmann at 
Knold’s House, and when confronted with the 
statement he acknowledged that he became 
acquainted with Berknian there. Bauer said 
Berkmann was seeking employment. Bauer 
toid him it was abad time to look for work 
while there. was a strike at Homestead. 

It is believed Bauer knows a good deal 
more than he is willing to tell. He is looked 
upon as a leading Anarchist and as having 
been connected with the plot to murder Mr. 
Frick. 

There are many Anarchists in this part of 
Allegheny, and it is thought some of them 
may have known about the attempted assassi- 
nation before last Saturday. 

Another nest of Anarchists located on the 
South Side is now under police surveillance. 
A thorough examination of the contents of 
Bauer’s desk was made. Besides pictures of 
well-known Anarchists, letters and circulars, a 
breech-loading rifle, a 44-caliver revolver, 
with cartridges of that size; a lot of 22-caliber 
cartridges, a roll of red ribbon for badges, a 
quantity of red neckties, and a book on 
anarchism by Parsons, a small package was 
found which was quite mysterious luoking. 

It was the shape of a small envelope, on the 
outside of which was written: 

*“*To be drawn through.”’ 

Are Thought to Be Explosives. 

The package contained about a dozen grains 
or beads about the size of a grain of corn, to 
the end of each of which was attached a short 
string. They are red in color and are sup- 
posed to be an explosive of some kind to be 
used in committing suicide. 

A list of seventy millionaires was also found 
in the drawer. 

The tocal police officials are much gratified 


over the capture of F. Mollick, the New York

From investigations made into the history 
of Berkmann and his associates it seems more 
likely than ever that the attempted assassina- 
tion of Mr. Frick wus the result of an organ- 
ized conspiracy by a band of Auarchists hav- 
ing headquarters in New York. 

esterday morning at 4:30 o’clock Chief-of- 
Police Layton of ng Branch arrested F. 
Mollick, an alleged Anarchist, who has been 
sending money to Berkmann since he has been 
in Pittsburg. Later the police at Pittsburg 
arrested Bauer at Pittsburg as an accomplice 
of Berkmann. 

The police authorities of this city are loox- 
ing after evidence upon which to make more 


arrests. Krom this evidence they expect to- 


prove that Berkmann was not, like Norcross, a 
crazy crank, but a representative of an organ- 
ization of Anarchists, chosen by them by lot 
to kill the leader of the Carnegie company. 
Carried in Anarchistic Circulars. 

The Anarchists have taken a deep interest 
in the Homestead labor troubles since the 
battle with the Pinkertons on the morning of 
July 6. July 7, when the locked-out men at 
Homestead were ready at a moment’s notice 
to repel with Winchesters an invasion by the 
Pinkertons, and the town was in a state of 
continual excitement, three strangers arrived 
on the evening train. They brought with 
therm bundles, and in Jess than an hour from 
the time of their arrival the streets of the 
town were strewn with thousands of pink and 
white circulars addressed to the workingmen, 
calling them brothers and urgingthem to re- 
sort to dynamite, ana murder if necessary to 
protect their rights. 

The workmen at Homestead resented the 
interference of the Anarchists and promptly 
arrested them. ‘Two of them were forced to 
leave town on the first train, while the third, 
evidently the leader, was locked up until 
morning. The circulars were torn into bits 
by the workingmen, and an hour after their 
distribution! there was not a single circular 
left in Homestead. 

When Bauer was arrested at Pittsburg he 
admitted that he was one of the men who 
distributed. the Anarchist circulars at Home- 
stead, and that he Was acquainted with Berk- 
wann. 

The arrest of F. Mollick and his identity as 
the man who sent at least two money orders 
to Berkmann is important, from its bearing 
upon the theory that the Society of Anarchists 
or individual members were supplying the 
money needed to make the trip and subse- 
quent attempt on Mr. Frick’s life. The de- 
nials of the New York Anarchists of any con- 
nection with Berkmann are not believed by the 
police authorities of that city. They know 
Anarchists are not only under pledge to ‘die 
for the cause if needed, but cannot divulge 
any of the secrets of their circles. This is in 
line with Berkmann’s denial that he had any 
assistance or was acting under anyone’s in- 
structions or influence, and that he alone was 
responsible for the plot. In any eyent the 
Anarchists are greatly exercised over the pos- 
sibility of arrest. Their usual lurking places 
are now deserted, and they seem to be hiding 
from the authorities. 


POLICE CAPT. LAYTON 


ARRESTED. 


He Allowed Chief O’Marato Remove Mol- 
lick Without a Kequisition. 

Lone Branca, N. J., July 28—Police Cap- 
tain Layton has been arrested for permitting 
Chief ©’Mara of Pittsburg. to remove An- 
archist Mollick without requisition papers, 
Layton is subject to $1,000 fine and imprison- 
ment.

‘MICHIGAN LAW VOID. 


ITS GERRYMANDER KILLED BY 
THE SUPREME COURT. 


——— 


The Acts of 1891 and 1885 Knocked Out, 
and the Secretary of State Instructed to 
Issue Notices Under the Law of 1881 
Unless a Special Session of the Legisla- 
ture Is Called — Democrats Give Up 
Hope in Nebraska—Nelson for Governor 
of Minnesota. | 

Larsine, Mich., July 28.—({Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today declared unconstitution- 
al both the Senatorial and Representative 
gerrymander acts of the Democratic Legisla- 
ture. Ihe court was unanimous in both 
opinions. Inasmuch as in both cases the 
court was petitioned to direct the Secretary of 
State to issue election notices under the acts 
of 1885 these acts were brought into the con- 
troversy and held to be void also. It was di- 
rected that the notices be issued in accordance 
with the acts of 1881, unless the Governor 
shall call an extra session of the Legislature 
before the time for issuing. the notices ex- 
pires for the purpose of enacting new appor- 
tionment acts. ~ 

Gov. Winans said today that he would not 
convene the Legislature unless it appeared 
that the acts of 1881 contained glaring ine- 
qualities in the matter of legislation, and as 
Chief Justice Morse said in his concurring 
opinion that in passing them the Legislature 
did not abuse its constitutional discretion, it 
is reasonably certain that no extra session 
will be called. 

The Senatorial act was knocked out simply 
because it is, in the language of the court, ap 
** outrageous gerrymander, which has become 
so common and has been so long induiged in 
without rebuke that it threatens not only the 
place of the people but the permanence of 
our free institutions.” . 

Itis held that the court alone can in this 
respect save the rights of the people and give 
them a tair count and an equality in repre- 
sentation, for when the people change the po- 


Mitical majority in the Legislature, as they 


often have done, the new majority proceeds 
at once to make an apportionment 1n the in- 
terests of its party as unequal and politically 
vicious as the one it repeals. 


Time Has Arrived for Plain Talk. 


It is insisted by the court that the time has 
arrived for plain talk in regard to this mat- 
ter, and that, as every one knows the motive 
for these apportionments, it is idle for courts 
to excuse the action upon other grounds or to 
keep silent as to the true reason, which is de- 
clared to be. simply a_ partisan advantage 
taken in detiance of the Constitution and in 
utter disregard of the’rights of citizens. 

The Representative act is held to be void 
because the Legislature had no power to 
divide Houghton County and put a portion of 
its territory into another district. The county 
must be treated as a unit. The court has no 
power to make an apportionment, and could 
in no case hold that two Representatives 
shall be elected from that county, for if this 
were done it would provide for 101 Repre- 
sentatives, or one more than the constitu- 
tional limit. The court further says that this 
act has numerous other glaringly unconstitu- 
tional features in the way of inequalities of 
represe atation. 

The decision in the natorial case waa 
written by Justice Grant, Chief Justice Morse 
and Mr. McGrath filing opinions in which the 
samme conclusion is reached through a different 
course- of arguinent. The decision in the 
Representative bill was written by Justice 
Long, the Chief Justice filing a separate 
opinion. - 

The Secretary of State is instructed to fol- 
low any new redistricting scheme which may 
be enacted should the Legislature be called in 
special session by the Governor. 

Justice Grant’s Opinion, 

Justice Grant, in his opinion declaring the 
Senatorial gerrymander act of 1891 invalid 
says: ‘ 

The apportionment acts of 1891 and 1885 are un- 
constitutional and void. The Secretary\of State 
is trestrained ,from fissuing notices under the act 
of 1591, but not under that of 1881, unless the Gov- 
ernor shall call a special session, The act is held 
unconstitutional upon the inequality of the appor- 
tionment. A county, to have two Senators, must 
have a ratio and a moiety of a ratio of population. 
Unless it be held that the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the act of 1885 has been removed by 
its being acquiesced in at three elections, it is 
affected with the same constitutional infirmity as 
the act of 1891. It is my opinion that notices 
should be given under the act of 1885, as it has 
been acquiesced in, but I yield to the opinions of 
my brethren who think it should be undér the act 
of 1881, which has not been brought in question. 

Chief Justice Morse agrees with the opinion 
of Justice Grant, 

In granting a mandamus in the case of the 
Supervisors of Houghton County vs. the Sec- 
retary of State, which declares the Representa- 
tive apportionment act of 1891 void, Justice 
Grant.says it is not intended by the Constitu- 
tion that a comnty should be divided in form- 
ing Representative districts, unless it. be enti- 
tled to more than one Representative, and then 
the division shall be made by the Board of 
Supervisors. It is clear that the constitutional 
provisions were violated and ignored. If one 
county can be dismembered, all can, 
uuder the moiety plan of apportion- 
ment. Houghton. Menominee, Montcalm, 
Sanilac, Tuscola, and Macomb Counties would 
each be entitled to two Representatives. Of 
these six counties, if three were left out, it 
should be the three last named, as they have 
the least population, but the Legislature re- 
versed the constitutional order of preference, 
and gave two Senators to the last named three 
counties, and but one each to the first three. 
«lhe act of 1891 is void, because it attempted 
to dismember Houghton County, and it vio- 
» lated the Constitution in giving the counties 
two Representatives that had less population 
than the counties accorded but one. 


DEMOCRATS NOT IN THE CONTEST, 


Nebraska's Fight Next Fall Between the 
Republican and Alliance Parties. 

Omana, Neb., July 28,.—[Special. |—The 
People’s Party State convention ¢onvenes 
Aug. 3, and the Republicans meet the follow- 
ing day. Notwithstanding the succéss of the 
Democratic party in electing a Governor in 
1890, in addition to a Congressinan in a dis- 
trict formerly overwhelmingly Republican, 
the leaders of the party today recognize the 
fact that the great battle in Nebraska in No- 
vernber will be between the Republican and 
Alliance organizations. In view of this eun- 
dition of affairs, the Democrats have not 
selected a date for their State convention. 

Though the Alliance leaders expected much 
enthusiasm to be created in the ranks vf the 
farmers of Nebraska by reason of the hoid- 
ing of their national convention in Omaha, it 
does not appear to have had that effect. The 
agricultural element of the State seems to 
take less interest in the movement now than 
in.1890. ‘Those who have studied the situation 
attribute the disposition of the farmiers to ig- 
nore the Alliance largely to the failure of the Al- 
liance Legislature, which had asplendid workin 
majurity, to accomplish anything worthy o 
consideration.- The extravagance of the Alli- 
ance Legislature was never equaled, and the 
entire session was seasoned with juicy scan- 
dals. Nutmerous members were accused of 
selling out, there were charges and counter- 
charges of pet schemes, and all this was given 
color by the presence of the most notorious 
lobby that ever disgraced a State-house gang. 
To cap the climax the railroad managers took 
charge of the leading Alliance Senator, and, 
when the vote on the Maximum Freight-Rate 
bill came up, carried the man who 
could give the deciding vote out of 
the State on a special train, since which 
time he has never returned to Nebraska. 
All this disgusted the average fariner, and he 
naturally turned to his first political love. 

As a result of the favorable prospects for the 
Republicans, there are numerous Guberna- 
torial candidates. Old factional fights were 
compromised at Miuneapolis, and the only ef- 
fort of party leaders is to select the most 
available timber. Probably the most prom- 
inent candidates are Judge Crountz, First 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, and 
Lieut.-Goy. Thomas Majors. The former is 
Omaha’s choice, the latter from the interior 
of the State.

today nominated for Governor by acclama- 
tion by the Republican State convention. 
Lieut.-Gov. Ives and ex-Gov. McGill with- 
drew, knowing that their candidacy was a 
mere mockery in view of the tremendous pre- 
ponderance of Nelson sentiment among the 
delegates. It was believed that Ives’ brother, 
Warren J, Ives, would be nominated for Sec- 
retary of State, and this was one of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor’s reasons for flying the Gu- 
bernatorial field, but the slate was fractured 
in this instance, and Fred Brown, the present 
Secretary of State, was renomina Only 
one name was p sented: for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, that of D. M, Clough of Minneapolis. 

The flood tide for Knute Nelson, which set 
in months ago, had the best of logic behind 
it. T'wo years ago the Democrats and Alli- 
ance elected four of the five Congressmen, 
and the Republicans became alive to the fact 
that 1t would not do to take oR? chances in 
the campaign this year. Ne was univer- 
sally recognized as the strongest man in Min- 
nesota whom the Republicans could name for 
Governor.

TO MAKE ANY ADVANCE. 


Local Dealers Are Advised of the Fact by 
Private Telegrams—General Surprise in 
the [rade at the Qutcome of the Sales 
Agents’ Meeting"in New York—Theories 
Advanced to Explain the Unexpected 
Action—Chicago Association te Deter- 
mine If the $7 Rate Shall Continue. 

Late yesterday afternoon private telegrams 
were received from the meeting of sales agents 
in New York stating that no advance in coal 
would be made Aug. 1. The news was a com- 
plete surprise to local coal dealers and proba- 
bly also to the representatives of the combine 
in this city. The latter have béen free in their 
statements for ten days past that the August 
dock list would be raised 25 cents, Only yes-

estern agents, who control the trade west of 
Buffalo, met first. The reports of the various 
companies showed the trade to be in 
condition. The Western representatives‘ all 
agreed that it was better not to make any 
advance in prices for August. There would 
be dissatisfaction and complaints if there was 
any increase in the scale, they said. is was 
accepted, and the present scale wag ordered to 
be continued for August without advance. 

The decision of the Western agents prac- 
tically governed the meeting of the Eastern 
sales agents, which was held after the West- 
ern meeting. The Reading favored an in- 
crease for August, but the other roads, with- 
out exception, were opposed to it. They con- 
tended that it would be an unpopular move, 
and vould be impolitic. The Reading repre- 
sentatives yielded to ‘the majority, and the 
meeting adjourned after fifteen minutes’ 
session without advancing the taritf. 

The story has been circulated that the legal 
advisors of the heads of the coal combine 
counseled strongly against an additional turn 
of the screws just at this time. The output 
for August was reduced 500,000 tons from the 
July allowance, or to the limit set for August, 
The production for next month was 
fixed at 3,000,000 tons.

DISCUSSED THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


The Rev. Whatley Lamar Tells Lakeside 
People the “ Dixie” Side of It. 

Mapison, Wis., July 28.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Whatley Lamar of Galveston, Tex., lect- 
ured this morning at Lakeside on “* Recollec- 
tions of Dixie During and Immediately After 
the War.’’ Dr. Lamar was himself an officer 
in the Confederate service and the son 
of a wealthy slave owner. The lecturer briefly 
reviewed the history of the war and the social 
conditions of the Southern people during and 
after it. The South, he says, is more pros- 
perous today than it could ve ever been 
under slavery, and yet he thinks that the en- 
franchisement of the negro was a great mis- 


take. 

He thinks that the Northerners ask of the 
Southerner something which they would not 
submit to themselves—negro supremacy—and 
it is not to be expected that the Southerners 
will submit to the domination over them of 
any other race. , 

He thinks that the only solution of Southern 
difficulties is an educational qualification for 
suffrage and the spread of the gospel. 

At the close of the lecture the whole audi- 
ence, including the loca) post of the G. A. R.., 
rose and gave what Dr. Warden, the presiding 
officer, called Wisconsin’s salute to the Con- 
federate officer. In the afternoon the Rev. 
Ruséell H. Conwell of Philadelphia lectured 
on “The Jolly Earthquake.” “fhe Jolly 
Earthquake,’’ more literally translated, means 
*‘laughter.” Concert was given in the even- 


ing.

Gov. McKinley of Ohio was in the city yes- 
terday on his way to Madison, Wis., where 
this afternoon he will debate the tariff ques- 
tion with a Madison man. Aug. 2 he will 
speak in Beatrice, Neb., and on the following 
day in Lincoln, Neb. He will then go to Ver- 
mont and Maine and take part in the State

In discussing the political .outlook the Gov- 
érnor declared the utmost confidence in Iili- 
nois, Ohio, and New York going Republican, 
and deciared that West Virginia and Virginia 
ought to go the same way. When asked 
about Indiana he immediately evinced a con- 
suming desire to talk about the weather and 
the prospects for rain. 

Mr. McKinley touched upon the action of 
the House of Representatives in rejecting the 
World’s Fair Appropriation bill when it was 
first —— up for consideration by that 
body. ‘**‘ Werethe Republicans to show the 
same narrow spirit toward an institution which 
is npt local but national and international,”’ 
he said, ‘*I believe they would receive the les- 
son such conduct deserves at the hands of the 
people.”’

Mr. C. H, Wilson, General Superintendent 
of the Chicago Telephone company, who has 
been absent for a week on a trip, he says, to 
hunt for solutions to some of his special dif 
ficulties, returned yesterday and a reporter of 
Tug Trisune asked him if he hid any state- 
ment he wished to make in explanation of the 
complaints of poor telephone service in Chi- 


cago. 


some of these complaints are about things that 
need explanation. The telephone system and 
service here are complicated enough, but I will 
try to speak to the point. in the first place, 
then, for six» months previous to May 1 
last there is proof, certain and abundant, that 
the telephone service in this city was reason- 
ably efficient and satisfactory. dn the month 
of March the complaints were only twenty- 
eight in number, which is tess than one a day 
and this from about 8,500 subscribers to the 
telephone. An officer of one of the large 
eastern exchanges when here then was told 
this fact and deemed it incredible. It is 
but fair to start with this state of affairs when 
we try to get at the extent, the nature, and the 
cause of the troubles that have arisen since. 
There is no time te tell the labor and pains 
devoted to bringing about such a result, when 
it is understood that the whole telephone con- 
struction and mechanism im Chicago has been 
and is still undergoing acomplete tearing 
down and reconstruction involving new de- 
vices and mechanisms hardly invented and 
nearly always experimental to meet the grow- 
ing demands on the service.”’ 
Two Millions for Increasing the Service. 

“Ts it true,as has been charged, that the 
company is niggardly in its expenditures for 
these ‘purposes ?”’ 

“Tt is not true. The company has expended 
over $1,000,000 in the last two years, and the 
work now in progress, which it is expected 
will be completed at the end of the current 
year, will cost upwards of $1,000,000 more, 
These expenditures apply entirely to improve- 
ments and extensions for the purpose of im- 
proving the seryice, and the work is being 
prosecuted. as rapidly as its nature will 
admit.” : 

‘‘Why was it, if the service was so good 
prior to May 1, that it has so deteriorated 
since ?”’ 

“The reason is that our facilities have been 
both impaired and grossly overtaked.”’ 

*“* How do you mean?” 

‘During the month of May we were called 

uppin, on account of the May moves, to re- 

ove about 800 telephones, which represents 
about 10 per cent ef the entire number. This 
work required an immediate construction and 
change of a large number of wires and their 
connections, involving a large amount of 
temporary work that we call ‘false work.’ I 
will say right here that *false work’ has as a 
necessity been resorted-to during the last year 
in order to \ring about the favorable condition 
of affairs which prevailed prior to the first of 
May. The difficulties in this arise from the 
necessity of placing wires underground. 
During the months of May and June the serv- 
ice was repeatedly impaired by the damage 
from the storms. This damage not only orc- 
curred to the pole Jines and house-top lines, 
but the fooding of conduits and the back 
water from the sewers in some places made 
the work of repair slow and vexatious. Now, 
directly on top of. these difficulties we have 
had an unprecedented increase in the demands 
for telephone service.”’ 

**Do you mean in the number of new sub- 
scribers?”’ 

The Enormous Demands of Chicago. 

**No; I mean in the demands upon the serv- 
ice by the old subscribers and the general pub- 
lic. I think it is fair to say that at least 108,- 
000 people in the City of Chicago use to some 
extent the telephone service. The cause of 
this increased use is clearly apparent when 
one stops to think. In the first place the con- 
fusion incidental to so large a number of peo- 
ple moving their offices from one! point to an- 
other brings the telephone service into requi- 
sition; then stormy weather tends to keep 
people indoors and calls into play the use of 
the telephone; and during the last week the 
excessive hot weather has burdened the tele- 
phone service beyond description [with the 
increased demands upon it. It is impos- 
sible to keep a record of all the calls 
made from «<r going to each telephone, but we 
find such a record necessary for the proper 
distribution.of the work in some cases, and 
this record shows that the number of calls for 
busy lines amounts in a single day to 10,000 
and more. You printed the complaint of 
Kjellander & Co,, druggists at North Clark 
street and Belmont avenue, that! he rang up 
the Hygeia Water company at 10 o’vlock in 
the morning and only got his connection at 2 
in the afternoon. Our records show that the 
Hygeia company Wednesday last, during the 
nine hours of that day, received 637 connec- 
tions with its telephoné, and this number is 
the largest amount of service of which we 
have ever had any record. The druggists 
mentioned say they called about 10 o’clock, 
which is the busiest time of the day, and our 
records show that at. 11 a. m. 187 cails were 
waiting to get this telephone.”’ 

*“*Are there many telephones that are in 
such demand as the one you mentioned?” 

“There are many, but not, however, in 
comparison with the whole number of tele- 
phones in the Chicago system. The trouble 
arises from the large number of telephones 
from which calls are made to certain points 
in the central part of the city. The railroad 
offices are copspicuous in this connection; the 
wholesale drug houses { will mention as 
another class; and the newspaper of- 
fices which have advertising agencies 
scattered . throughout the city are 
etill another class; but you will see that the 
whole system is affected by a few hundred of 
such customers in the central district and this 
has been one of the greatest problems we 
have and are yet laboring with.”’ 


Not Enough Trunk Lines, 


**One complaint is that lines are reported 
busy when the caller doesn’t believe they are, 
and afterwards finds out that they were not 
then in use.”’ 

“These answers that the line is busy often 
mean not that the telephone called for is in 
use, but that the trunk lines between the of 
fices are in use or busy.”’ 

** Why don’t you have enough trunk lines?’ 

‘We are, as rapidly as possible, pushing our 
construction work to that end, but it involves 
the completion of alarge amount of under- 
ground conduit work and cables, and, although 
we have provided temporary facilities time 
@nd again to keep up to this demand on our 
trunk lines, itis right here that we are weak 
today, and this weakness comes from the un- 
precedented increase in the demands upon the 
service, tme cite afew of the worst of 
these cases: The Lake View exchange, al- 
though small in itself, makes a large number 
of connections with our main office in 
the central district. It has ten trunk lines. 
It should pave twenty or more. We 
have provided and are just now about com- 
pleting fifty additional ones arranged in cable 
for metailic circuit service. To do this it 
took alarge amount of construction work. 
We have owned this Lake View exchange 
only a year. This trunk line work involves 
considerable underground and cable construc- 
tion, which necessarily takes time to accom- 
plish. We expect to have relief in this direc- 
tion within a week or ten days. The shortage 
of trunk lines between the main office and 
the Stock-Yards and also between the main 
office and the south office district is from 
Similar Causes, and the delays have been on 
account of underground construction. It is 
impossiblo to supply these trunk lines on 
poles now under the restrictions which the 
city imposes upon us.”’ : 

All the Operators That Are Needed, 

* It is said you have not operators enough 
to supply the present demands of your pat- 
rons?’ 

* We have all the operators that our switch- 
board machinery will allow to work. If you 
say we should have more switchboards and 
affices you would mean that we must have 
mnore trunk lines, and you would gay also that 
our reconstruction, which includes our under- 
ground work now in progress, should be near- 
er completion. The work in progress in- 
volves all this and includes the location of 

switchboard

Carelessness Caused the Accident, 


An engine and several cars were demolished 
and a fireman badly injured in a wreck that 
@ecurred yesterday morning on the North- 


western railroad at Evanston. 


Suburban passenger train No. 54, leaving 
Winnetka at 8:20 a. m.'and due at Evanston at 
8 :33 a. m., was on time yesterday. Just north 
of the Evanston station, between the two 
main tracks, is a switch track. There were 
standing on this track two freight-cars, a pas- 
senger-coach, and a caboose. A way freight 
train, north-bound, was shunting cars about

watched by the chief operators; but, notwith- 
standi every precaution taken, there are 
times when the operator will hear no response 
to her question and she will assume that the 
lines are free and disconnect them. It is per- 
haps true that premature disconnections are 
sometimes made through the carelessness of 
the operator, but the number is small in com- 
parison with the total number of disconnec- 
tions. This, I believe, occurs not from will- 
ful carelessness, but from the operator being 
too hasty and not allowing the subscriber suf- 
ticient time to reply to her quescion.’’ 

* Do the explanations you have made com- 
pletely cover the causes for the unsatisfactory 
service we have been having?’’ 

** No, not fully; nor is it possible for me, in 
an interview like this, to give an adequate 
statement of the dilitficulties which we 
temporarily work under in performing the 
service. For instance, we have found from 
experience that the time has arrived when we 
are compelled to differentiate the work in our 
offices. We find the demands from subscrib- 
ers differ largely, and we are at work with a 
corps of.experts devising apparatus planned 
to meet all these different requirements; in 
other words, much must. yet be done to 
make the telephone service fit all the spe- 
cial requirements of different lines of 
business. This involves the construc- 
tion of private branch exchanges and special 
methods by which the business from such ex- 
changes may be properly handled. It in- 
volves, besides, many other things, all of 
which must work in perfect harmony with 
each other. In this respect I think the tele- 
phone business is different from any other in 
existence, The whole system is one complete 
piece of mechatism any part of which de- 
pends for its successful operation upon each 
other part.’’ 

Relief Is Promised. 

“Well, how long will it take before your 
patrons will have relief from this condition of 
affairs? ’’ 


** We shall have some relief, where it is most | 


needed in the matter of trunk lines, very 
shortly. The Lake View office, as I have be- 
fore stated, will be relieved within the next 
week or tendays. Thework between the main 
office and the Canal office, where we have 
lacked facilities more than between anv other 
two offices, has been completed up to a point 
whereby, |with some temporary work, we have 
already been able to put the pew wires into 
service. We have a large force of men on 
similar work to afford relief between the 
down town district and the Stock-Yards, and 
also to South office, Oakland office, and West 
office, and in this work we shall commence to 
secure results, I should say, in about amonth. 
The conduit work between these points is 
about complete now.”’ 


LARGE TRANSACTION ON RECORD. 


Owen F. Aldis Buys the Equitable Block 
for a Client—Realty Notes. 

Some days ago Tue Trispune described a 
deed which had been drawn by Andrew J. 
Cooper to Owen F. Aldis. It trafisferred title 
to the Equitable Block, at the southwest cor- 
ner of Dearborn and Washington streets, at a 
consideration of $450,000. Yesterday that 
deed was placed oa record, and another sale 
of the corner, 40 2-12x90 feet, was consum- 
mated. Mr. Aldis buys, it is claimed, fora 
client, and another transfer may be expected. 
The square foot value established is $124.50, if 
the terms of the transfer are accepted as a 
basis for computation. Less than four months 
ago Mr. Cooper secured the Equitable Build- 
ing from Marx Wineman, and took title to it 


at a Consideration of $475,000. 

A transfer of eleven ‘and a half acres at 
Western avenue and the South Branch at a 
consideration of $38,500 to L. J. and C. H. 
McCormick was recorded yesterday. The 
transfer of fifty feet oa Michigan avenue, 150 
feet north of Twenty-second street, fromm 
Lobdell, Farwell & Co. to C. H, Deere for 
$80,000 was also made yesterday. Details of 
the sale of this property and of the prospect- 
ive improvement of the same were given 
some time ago. The ninety-nine-year lease of 
the property to J. Ingram, who. will erect an 
apartment house, was also made part of the 
records. The annual’ rental is $6,000" An- 
other long-term lease recorded is that run- 
ning from the estate of J. H. Lathrop to E. 
G. and H. B. Mason of the property on Ran- 
dolph street adjoining the Real-Estate Board 
Building. The lot has a frontage of forty 
feet and an irregular depth. The total rental 
for a 198-year term is $1,580,000, payable 
quarterly in gold, 

McFarland Bros., representing a syndicate 
of West Side capitalists, have negotiated the 
lease for 100x164 feet on Michigan avenue, 
north of. Thirty-fifth street, fora term of 
ninety-nine years on a basis of $800 a front 
foot at 6 per cent per annum. An apartment 
house will be erected covering the entire 
ground.

Vandalia Cut Rates at Milwaukee. 

Considerable uneasiness exists in Chicago 
east-bound railroad circles over the fact that 
the Vandalia line, which yesterday put in 
effect reduced rates from East St. Louis on 
the basi’ of 20 cents, sixth class, Chicago to 
New York, is making large contracts at the 
reduced rate at Milwaukee. The freight is 
shipped a¢ross the lake to St. Joseph, Mich., 
at which point the Vandalia has a terminal. 
The other east-bound 
not to meet the Vandalia’s reduced rate upon 
the understanding that the Eastern connec- 
tions of that road would refuse to accept 
freight from it at the reduced rate. The fact 
that .it is making large contracts from Mil- 
waukee east indicates that it does find an out- 
let by some of the roads.

No Time for Putting on Brakes. 

When the suburban train from Winnetka 
reached this switch it was running at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour, and the switch 
was turned in to the sidetrack. There was no 
time for putting on brakes. The four cars 
standing idle on the sidetrack were only 200 
feet away, ana the engine plowed through the 
two freight-cars, sending the pieces in every 
direction, before the 150 passengers on board 
the train found out, as they pulled themselves 
together, that they were not entirely killed. 

As the engine struck tne freight-cars the fire- 
man, Thomas Newett, jumped, but his right 
leg caught between the engine and tender and 
was crushed, holding him a prisoner until res- 
cued later by the Evanston Fire Department. 

The engineer, J. M. Smith, escaped with a 
few severe bruises, : 

Ihe passenger coach and caboose that were 
on the siding were damaged and sent flying 
down the track, where they ran off thé end of 
the switch in front of the depot. Most of the 
ears of the passenger train were derailed, 
while the engine was broken to pieces, and 
only kindling wood remained of the freight- 
cars. 

Fireman Newett, who is asingle man and 
lives at No. 1797 West Twenty-second street, 
Chicago, and the engineer were brought to the 
depot dispensary and later taken to the St. 
Luke’s Hospital. It is not thought the fire- 
man’s injuries will prove fatal. 

Who Was to Blame for It? 

The railroad men acknowledge that the 
switch had been used by the freight-train, and 
was not locked at the time of the accident, but 
they say it had not been used after 
the 8:15 train went southward over 
it in safety. They claim that the 
switch was tampered with by the boys 
around the yards. The townspeople are in- 
clined to believe that it was carelessness on 
the part of the switchmen that caused the ac- 
cident. 

All suburban business was stopped for two 
hours. The 8:55 a. m. mail train, north 
bound, went around to North Evanston from 
Chicago by the Montrose cut-off and backed 
down to Evanston for its north bound mail, 
while the 9:44 a. m. south bound mail train 
came to Chicago by the same route, cutting 
off all mail both ways from stations between 
Evanston and Chicagotill afternoon. By last 
evening nearly all the wreckage was cleared 
away and all trains were running regularly. 


MRS. D. PICKETTE CRUSHED TO DEATH 


St. Paul Car Leaves the Track and Pins 
Her to a Building. 

Owing to the carelessness of a Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul switchman yesterday 
morning Mrs, D. Piekette,a Frenchwoman 
living at No. 942 Fifty-fourth street, met a 
terrible death. After discharging its 
passengers at the depot the 7:20 a.m. subur- 
ban train on the Evanston division of the St.

At the 
crossing were several people to whom he 
called to get out of the way. Mrs. Pickette 
evidently did not hear the warning and was 
killed in the sight of a score of spectators, 
Her mangled body was taken tothe County 
Morgue. 


OLIVER WANTS DAMAGES FROM LANSING 


Business-Men of Lincoln Go to Law Over a 
Settlement, 

Lincoun, Neb., July 28.—[Special. |—A sen- 
sational suit asking for $50,000 was filed in the 
District Court this morning by Henry Oliver 
against his partner in the Lansing Opera- 
House and his brother-in-law, James F. Lan- 
sing. The petitionisa lengthy one and re- 
cites that Lansing having married Oliver’s 
sister the plaintiff had fuli confidence in his 
integrity and trusted him as an elder brother. 
Up to 1891 Oliver lived at Atlanta, Ga., and 
was President of ‘the First National 
Bank at that place, and, being |. de- 
sirous of making investments in Lin- 
coln, placed his money in Lansing’s hands. 
Lansing on the ground of their reladicdahis 
charged him nothing for what he had done, but 
plaintiff alleges that he fraudulently con- 


verted the major portion of certain sums of | 


money sent him. 

It is asleged that he had sold one lot for 
$320 more than he accounted for; that he in- 
duced him to pay $16,000 for sixteen lots in 
Block 9, East Lincoln, which were not worth 
half that sum; that he represented that he 
could buy a fifty-foot lot at O and Twentieth 
streets for $4,700 and that it was a bargain; 
that in fact Lansing bought a twety-tive foot 
front lot for $1,700 and sold Oliver a business 
lot adjoining which belonged to him, charg- 
ing him $800 more than it was really wort 
Piaintiff says he did not discover that frand- 
and deceit had been practiced on him until he 
came to Lincoln to live and had opportunity 
to look up investments made in his behalf.

The night of the 19th a heavy west to north- 
west gale prevailed over the portion of the State 
lying east of the Missouri River, attended. by 
rain, but the craps were but little harmed there- 
by.

IT SHOWS 1 BAD TASTE. 


SMOKE sebiibrone culashy PER- 
SISTS IN SMOKING. 


Perhaps, However, it Is the Result of Bad 
Associations, for the Stack in Question, 
on the Venetian Building, Is Surround- 
ed by Some of the Most Persistent Soot 
Producers in the City — Letters from 
Railroads Showing Locomotives Are Be- 
ing ‘Equipped with Preventive Devices. 


That evil ‘communications corrupt good 
manners must certainly be true in regard to 
plants that violate the smoke ordinances. 
This is illustrated by the action of the chim- 
ney of the Venetian Block. This chimney 
shows exceeding bad taste in smoking, inas- 
much as the Venetian is owned by the -Real- 
Estate Trustees, who are well represented in 
the Society for the Prevention of Smoke. Two 
of the five directors of this society, Bryan 
Lathrop and Owen F. Aldis, are heavy stock- 
holders in the Venetian Building. It would 
therefore be in poor form for directors in the 
smoke society toown a plant which smokes as 
badly as did that of the Venetian Block yes- 
terday aftertioon, Under ordinary circum-

stances the plant.would probably not smoke 
to any great extent, and the neighbors; claim 
that it is only at intervals that it breaks over a 
strict observance of the law. 

Yesterday afternoon, however, it had bad 
examples all around it. The Title and Trust 
Building is an elegant vantage ground from 
which to Jook;out over the stacks in the east 
portion of the business center. The corridors 
ron up along the east side of the building and 
a splendid view can be had all along the side 
over the chimneys of less pretentious build- 
ings. 

The cluster of buildings in the vicinity of 
the Unity Block did quite well durmg the 
afternoon. The two stacks of the Boston 
Store, the big iron stack of the University 
club, the stacks from the McVicker Building, 
and Chapin & Gore’s Monroe street place 
were belching forth great clouds of black 
smoke, and above therm all was the Masonic 
Temple, surrounded with its usual black cloud 
of flying soot, Besides these a small chimney 
éver on Wabash avenue, back of Schlesinger 
& Mayer’s, was doing its best to hide the 
city from a view from the lake, and from the 
Palmer House plant, where it 1s hinted that a 
fair proportion of the fuel used is kitchen 
garbage, a steady stream of smoke was as- 
cending. No wonder that in such surround- 
ings the Venetian Biock, although operating, 
as it were, under the auspices of the Smoke 
Prevention Society, saw fit to seek a little 
ainusement from time to time in blowing out 
quite a respectable stream‘ of smoke. 

It is said that Mr.Aldis feels a little ashamed 
of the operation of the Venetian Building, 
which can be teen so plainly since the build- 
ing at the corner of State street was torn 
down, . Wher the building was erected a Mc- 
Giniss furnace was put in. There were some 
defects in the arrangement of the furnace and 
after operating a few months the boilers 
showed signs of giving out. It was then re- 
built and since that time the plant has been 
throwing off ‘more or less smoke, In the 
Monadnock Block Mr. Aldis is using the Rit- 
ter. Burke furnace with good success. 
anxious to a fair trial given to a down- 
draft furnace, with an internally fired boiler, 
and is cunsidering the advisability of putting 
a down-draft/furnace in the addition to the 
Monadnock Block.

The St. Louis Board of Fire Underwriters 
have just made a new schedule of rates for cotton 
risks which is to go into immediate effect, and 
which raises the premium considerably. The 
rate on cotton in warehouses in St, Louis is ad- 
vanced from $1.40 to $2 net, The advauce on 
cotton in warehouses at East St. Louis is from 
$1.60 to $2.50. All policies on cotton in ware- 
houses must hereafter bear the three-quarters co- 
insurance clause. On‘ cotton in open lots, in 
charge of a watchman at all times, and protected, 
as required, the Board raises the rate at Kast 
St. Louis from $2.50 to $3. in St. Louis the rate 
remains at $2.50, Full co-insurance must in- 
serted in all policies. 


Underwriters want to know how it happens 
that Philadelphia business-men have such an in- 
timate knowledge, as they claim to have, of the 
value of insurance. They say business-men are 
apt to go on the assumption that they know all 
about the insurance business, while they would 
resent an opinion expressed by an insurance man 
that he knew all about the value of the mer- 
chandise which the business-men were handling. 
The insurance people say that competition is as 
strong between insurance companies as it is in 
any other line of business, and they think that 
ought to be allowed to regulate rates just as com- 
petition regulates prices elsewhere. 


Imperfectelectric wiring 1s held accountable 
for another important fire. 1t is claimed that the 
system of electric wiring at Toledo, O., is de- 
cidedly defective. The $100,000 loss incurred on 
the property of Naubhausel Brothers is said to be 
from that cause, Several otber large fires in To- 
ledo have also given rise to a suspicion of injper- 
fect work by electricians. Insurance men think 
that the local authorities should bestir them- 
selves and provide much better reguiation for the 
preservation of life and property where electricity 
is used. The hazard from defective electric 
wiring is one of the most uncertain as well as one 
of the most dangerous that underwriters have to 
cope with. “No ordinary investigation can de- 
termine whether the work has been properly done 
or not, and unless the worn is maganes by proper 
officials when new buildings have been con- 
structed, it is quite impossible to make any satis- 
factory examination. 


The fire insurance underwriters concluded 
their conference at Hartford yesterday regarding 
a standard insurance schedule for mercantile 
purposes. A schedule was prepared last year by 
a committee appointed by the principal under- 
writers, and copies of it were submitted to the 
various rating organizations of the country. The 
idea of a standard insurance schedule is gener- 
ally looked u apes as theoretically good, a rac- 
tically a ficult thi to bring about.

POSSIBILITIES OF THE BANANA. 


Food, Drink, Cloth, Ink, and Vinegar Can 
Be Made of It. 

New York Tribune: The steamship Athos, 
of the Atlas Line, brought from Jamaica, 
West Indies, on her last trip to this city, 
several barrels of banana meal, which were 
sent to the Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
at Washington. The government 1s about to 
forward samples of the meal to all large grow- 
ers of bananas in the United States, with 
a circular pointing out the great future 
there may be for this meal, which 
in farinaceous qualities is declared to be su- 
oatagdll or be any vegetable. Experiments have 

ade for years to develop the usetulness 


of the sbeaaos, Besides the United States, the 


Governmentg of Great Britain and Germany 
have interested themselves in this new and iin- 
portant industry, the former with a view of 
aiding its tropical colonies, and the latter be- 
cause it sees in banana a most memes 
sausage for feeding soldiers. 

The meal is made from the unri benana, 
and by the process now discovered will keep, 
it is maintained for it, as long as flour. The 

roduring power of the banana is so great, 

orty-four times as great as the potato, that 

this new discovery is a most important one 
with regard to the price of that food, in which 
the poor are most interested, for it is con- 
fidently expected that the ‘meal will soon 
lower the present price of loaf, 
The German interest in manufacturing 
the banana into a saus is also de- 
clared to be perfectly feasible. In this case 
the ripe banana is used and charged with con- 
densed milk and then put up in tins, Al- 
ready some of tne largest canning factories 
have begun to make this commodity one of 
the features of their business. This banana- 
sausage is even more nutritious than the meat 
and is so easily transportable that on a cam- 
paign it will be almost invaluable. It has also 
been learned without a doubt that the banana 
meal can be used most successfully and eco- 
nomically iv the manufacture of beer. 

So much for.the fruit of the banana. It has 
lately been discovered that the skin of the 
fruit is also valuaole, First of all it givesa 
beautiful fiber from which a durable and fine 
cloth can be manufactured. The juice of the 

skin also gives an indelible ink and can be 
fermented into a good vinegar. 

The great possibilities of the banana have 
interested some of the shrewdest capitalists 
of this city and itis known that a company 
with a large capital will be floated in a few 
days having for its object the manufacture of 
the foregoing products from the banana, The 
development that this industry will give to 
the Southern States and to the West India 
islands will, it is expected, be immense, and 
itis known that much land favorable to the 
growth of the banana has been bought lately 
by Americans.

STREET RAILWAY STOCKS TAKE 
ANOTHER BIG JUMP UPWARDS. 


The Western Stone Company Retires $50,- 
000 Bonds—Wheat Opens Easy but Im- 
proves on Reports of Damage in the 
Northwest — Corn Depressed by Heavy 
Rains ‘in the West and Oats Sympathize 
—Provisions Show a Slight Gain on 
Country Reports on Hogs. 


There was an advance of 5% points in West 
Side Street railroad stock yesterday. North Side 
stock sold ‘3% points higher than it closed at 
Wednesday. The buils had it all their own way. 
The market opened strong and grew stronger 
with every sale. There was little of the stock 
offered and a great deal of it was wanted. At the 
close the market was at the firmest point of the 
day and every one was predicting further steady 
advances.

In short, it may as well be 
set down that all the things which usually gov- 
ern the market value of a security in this case go 
for naught. When there is a vigorous demand 
for anything and an extremely limited supply 
there can be but one result: Prices must advance, 
That is why prices have been advancing. The 
people who hold these securities are not willing 
to sell. It matters nothing that they probably 
have thought little about the real intrinsic valve 
of their Kolding. ‘So long as the great majority 
of the investors of these securities have got into 
the same line of thinking that the holders of City 
railway stock have been in for along time it is 
needless to expect anything from the market 
but steady responses to a continuous buying de- 
mand. The insiders appear still to be absorbing 
stock. The indications are that they hold more 
stock todhy than they ever before owned. So far 
as can be judged from the action of their brokers, 
they appear to still desire more stock, and to be 
bent more upon acquiring additional stock than 
upon advancing the market. They must now 
hold an enormous amount. One theory is ad- 
vanced to the effect that these men conceive it a 
wise business policy to put up the price of thises 
Chicago street railroad securities to an extraor- 
dinarily high figure because of the effect it 
will havejupon the market for their street rail- 
road enterprises elsewhere. These men are about 
to increase the capital stock of the Metropolitan 
Traction company of Philadelphia, a corpora- 
tion which controls the important street 
railways of New York City, to $30,000,000. 
This stock has been advanced rapidly, 
and it is predicted by the insiders that the ad- 
vance will go on nae for many poiuts, and by

The Metropolitan Traction stock is now 
in at Philadelphia, but it is soon to 
n New York, and it is said it will also 
be listed ' ba the Chicago Exchange. It is evident 
that the stake which is being Pa for in the 
Chicago game is an enormous one, altogether too 
enormous to allow any moderate pressure of stock 
or effect of unfavorable news to break the market 
to any considerable extent. The best opinion is 
to the effect that the market is in strong enough 
hands > be held where it is and gradually ad- 
vanced, go long as investors hang to their stock 
as tight as-they are now doing.
